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THE SOUDAN WAR. 


Gen. Gordon Stabbed to Death After 
the Capture of the City of 
Ehartoum. 


His Death Followed by the Massacre 
of the Entire Garrison of 
Egyptians. 


Col. Wilson and His Party Rescued—En- 
gland Hurrying Reinforcements 
Toward Egypt. 


GEN. GORDON DEAD. 
STABBED FROM BEHIND BY A TRAITOR. 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—|Special.|—A report has 
reached here professing to throw light on the 
fate of Gordon. An Arab messenger has 
reached Korti who says that Gordon was 
among the first to fall; in fact, that his death 
was the signal for the revolt whivh led to the 
capture of the city. A great tumult arose in 
the city and Gordon went out impulsiveiy to 
n its nature. As he was leaving the Gov- 
ernment House, the report says, he was sud- 
denly set upon from behind and stabbed to 
death before he could defend himself. 

A FRIGHTFUL MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS. 

A dreadful massacre followed. Every Chris- 
tian was hunted down and slaughtered. The 
most frightful enormities were committed. 
Neither sex nor age saved the unfortunates 
from death amid terrible sufferings. 

THE TREACHEROUS PASHAS. 

The treachery of the Pashas is confirmed. 
They feared, it appears, that with Gordon alive 
they could never induce the garrison to sub- 
mit. Once he had fallen, the gates were 
thrown open to the enemy and the 
Government House given to the flames. 
Then the Arab besieggrs poured in in great 
hordes. Many of the survivors of the army 
of Hicks Pasha were in their ranks. They 
brought with them great stores of ammuni- 
tion and many guns, which they have mounted 
on the fortifications. 

A LONG SIEGE NECESSARY. 

Sir Charles Wilson reports that the city will 
require a long siege by a large army before it 
can be taken. To burl the handful commanded 
by Lord Wolesley against it would be madness. 

A WAR OF EXTERMINATION EXPECTED. 

Ali the London papers appear in biack bor- 
ders. The report is given out as official. A 
great popular uprising in favor of a war of ex- 
termination is expected as the result of the 
news.

A MERCILESS SLAUGHTER. 
“The latter were cut down to a man, and for 
hours the best part of the town was the scene 
of merciless slaughter, not even women and 
children bemg spared. All notables were 
killed except the treacherous Pashas and their 
tollowers.“ 


FURTHER DETAILS OF GORDON'S DEATH AND 
THE MASSACRE WHICH FOLLOWED. 


The tollowing additional details of the kiil- 
ing of Gen. Gordon and the fail of Khartoum 
are at hand: The day of the capture, 
which is variously stated as the 26th and 
2itn of January, Gen. Gordon's atten- 
uon was attracted by ai tremendous 
tumult in the streets. He left the so-called 
palace or Government building, in which he 
had made his headquarters, to ascertain the 
cause of the disturbance. Just as he 
reached the street he was stabbed in 
the back and fell dead. ‘The tumult 
was caused by the Mahdi'’s troops, who 
had gained access to the interior of the town 
through treachery, and who were soon in com- 
plete possession of the place, including the 
citadel. A fearful massacre of the garri- 
son followed. The scenes of siaughier 
are described as surpassing the Bul- 
garian atrocities and rivaling the worst 
horrors of the Sepoy mutiny. Panic-stricken 
Egyptians were captured in their flight and 
put to death with the most fiendish tortures. 
Some were transfixed with spears and left to 
bleed to death. Most of the victims were muti- 
lated ina most horrible manner. The eyes were 
gouged out, noses slit, and tongues torn out 
by the roots. In many cases the mutilated 
parts of the victims’ bodies were thrust into 
their mouths while they were still living. 
The massacre included many non-combat- 
ants, and Egyptian women were subjected to 
the most shameful indignities. More than 
100 women and young girls were given over to 
the Mahdi's followers to be used as slaves. 
After the slaugbter many Arabs were seen 
rushing about the streets with the heads of 
Egyptians impaled upon spears. The night 
was spent in a saturnalia of biocod and de- 
bauchery. 

THE PLACE NOW IMPREGNABLE. 

Since the capture of Khartoum the Mahdi 
has repaired the fortifications and made the 
place well nigh impregnable. He has made it 
his permanent headquarters, and is said to 
have an abundance of guns, small arms, and 
ammunition. Both of Col. Wilson's steamers 
were wrecked owing to the treachery of the 
pilots, who will be court-martialed. 

THE MANNER OF HIS TAKING-OFF. 

Kort, Feb. 10.—Cols. Wilson arid Wortley, 
with the expedition to Khartoum, arrived here 
today. They made the journey from Gubat in 
four days. They bring news of Gen. Gordon's 
death. One of the Pashas among Gen. Gor- 
don’s forces marched the garrison to the side of 
the town nearest Omdurman, saying a rebel at- 
tack was expected at that point. Meantime 
another traitorous Pasha opened the gates at 
the other end and allowed El Mandf's troops to 
enter, and they easily captured the town. Gen. 
Gordon was stabbed while leaving the Govern- 
ment House. 

AT THE FRONT. 
RESCUE OF COL. WILSON’S PARTY. 

Loxpox, Feb. 10.—A dispatch m Korti, 
dated Feb. 9, says: Lord Beresf returned 
in safety to Gubat, bringing with him Col. Wi- 
son and party, who were stranded on an island 
some distance up the Nile while returning from 
Khartoum. Some difficulty was experienced 
in fetching away the stranded party. The 
rebeis on the river banks kept up constant 


‘firing, and shortly after the party embarked a 


ball from a rebel gun pierced the boiler of 
the steamer. It was necessary to anchor un- 
der fire and make repairs. The British fire, 
however, now took effect and the rebels were 
repulsed. Immediately after reaching Gubat 
Col. Wilson started for Korti, where be bas 
now arrived, to report in person to Lord Wolse- 


ley the details of his reconnaissance at Khar- 
toum.”’ 


EXPERIENCES OF THE RESCUING PARTY. 

Lord Wolseley telegrapbs further particulars 
of Beresford’s rescue of Col. Wilson. When 
the steamer had gone down the river about 
three miles a battery of the enemy on the left 
bank opened fire ‘upon it. The steamer re- 
turned the fire, which was kept up while the 
steamer anchored for repairs. Meanwhile Col. 
Wilson, with a small party, took four guns and 
landed on the right bank. The party marched 
down the river till directly opposit the bat- 
tery, put the guns in position, and opened fire. 
Much assistance was thus rendered Lord 
Charles Beresford in keepmg the fire of tne 
enemy down. At sunset Col. Wilson and party 
marched on three miles further down the river 
and halted for the night, and were there joined 
by Lord Charles the following morning. The 
steamer meanwhile had another engagement 
with the rebel battery, but succeeded, in 
parsing it without serious harm. Col. 
Wilson and party were again taken on 
board, and the steamer proceeded to Gubat 
without further difficulty. Duringthe passage 
from the island to Gubat one man was killed 
and seven injured. Of the injured four were 
natives—scalided in the engine-room. Lord 
Wolseley concludes his dispatch with these 
words: 

“I cannot speak too highly of the pluck of 
Lord Charles Beresford and party. Col. Wil- 
son's men likewise behaved admirably and with 
the usual determination of Englishmen. 

UNDER FIRE TEN HOURS. 

Sir Charles Beresford and party were ten 
hours under tire before they were able to 
rescue Col. Wilson. The enemy used rifles 
from behind intrenchments. The fire from 
the enemy's cannon was effective. In addition 
to a hole made in the boiler a shell burst on 
the steamer. The British fire was most effeot- 
ive, silencing the rebel guns and forcing the 
men to seek shelter. 

ARABS ASSISTING THE BRITISH. 

Kortt, Feb. 10.—The Kabbabish Arabs car- 
ried the baggae of the Royal Irish and Sussex 
regiments on the way from Korti to Gakdul 
Wells, and from the latter place on the route to 
Gubat. The remainder of the Sussex regiment 
are today starting tor Gubat. Four tribes are 
still friendly and provide camels for the expe- 
dition, 

METEMNEH TO BE STORMED. 

A regular postal service has been formed be- 
tween Korti and Gubat. The West Kent Regi- 
ment started for Gubat today. The storming 
of Metemneh by the British is expected. 

GUBAT FORTIFIED. 

Gubat is strongly fortified to resist a possible 
siege. A fort bas been constructed, triangular 
in shape, with deep ditehes in front. Brush- 
wood and wirework outside will impede the 
enemy in event of an attack. 

WOLSELEY EN ROUTE TO GUBAT. 

Gen. Wolseley, with the British forces, start- 
ed from Korti last evening to cross the desert 
to Gubat. Only portions of two regiments re- 
main at Korti.

EXCITING EXPERIENCES ON BOARD A STEAMER. 

The steamer Sofia, with Lord Charles Beres- 
ford on board, arrived at the island Tuesday. 
During the engagement with the enemy the 
Sofia’s boiler was struck by a shell and a great 
explosion occurred, followed by the rush and 
roar of steam. After a temporary 
patch had been fixed on the boiler 
the Sofia passed the enemy's works 
under a heavy fire, towing a nuggar containing 
Col. Wilson’s baggage. The nuggar grounded 
600 yards below the fort. The nicht was spent 
in trying to float her. Perfect silence was 
maintained on board the steamer, which led 
the Arabs to believe she had been 
abandoned, and they stopped firing and 
commenced beating drums. Just before day- 
break the enemy saw sparks emerging from 
the funnel of the steamer, and they at once be- 
gan to yell in the flercest manner and opened 
a heavy fire on the vessel. The steamer re- 
plied effectively and soon passed out of range. 
it is estimated the enemy numbered 
4.000. They had three Krupp guns. Col. Wil- 
son's loss on the island was two killed end 
twenty wounded of the Egyptian troops and 
four wounded of the Britisu. The Soudanese 
allies all fought well until they heard of the

THE SUAKIN EXPEDITION. 

Loxpox, Feb. 10.—Gen. Newdegate will com- 
mand the expedition to Suakin. Col. Greaves 
will be his Chief of Staff. The Suakin can 
paign will open, it is calculated, the 8th of 
March. Orders have been sent throughout the 
country bordering on the west and south coast 
of the Red Sea for the purchase of camels for 
the use of the new expedition. At Suakin 
preparations are being made for landing the 
expedition. 

THE ORDER FOR INDIAN TROOPS COUNTER- 
MANDED. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Calcutta, 
today, states that the English Government yes- 
terday cabled an order for the dispatch of a 
brigade ot Indian troops to Egypt, and ata 
later hour countermanded the order. 

TROOPS FROM INDIA. 

The Bombay correspondent of the Times re- 
ports that the Indian brigade has been definitly 
ordered to Suakin. “It wili consist of 2,100 in- 
fantry and 500 cavalrymen.

WOLSELEY’S WISHES. 

Gen. Wolseley asks that ap advance from 
Suakin be made within a month.

Stephenson, Gen. Dormer, and others of the 
military council at Cairo, however, oppose the 
dispatch of an expedition from Suakin in so 
short a time, on the ground that it cannot be 
made in readiness to start before April.

FRANCE’'S COUNTER PROPOSALS REGARDING 
EGYPT. 

Waddington, French Ambassador, presented 
to Eari Granville the amended counter pro- 
posals of France regarding Egyptian affairs. 
The proposals embody increased demands on 
the part of France. They insigt that an inter- 
national commission be appointed to investi- 
gate the finances of Egypt, and that an inter- 
national conference be called to meet 
at .Cairo to neutralize the Suez Ca- 
nal. dvices from Paris say modifications 
of the French proposals would be made in 
such a manner as would, as far as possible, 
avoid wounding the amour propre of the En- 
glish. The Pall Mall Gazette denounces the 
French demands as a humiliation to England, 
to be followed by other demands. These de- 
mands, it declares, England will never accede 
to. The Gazctte maintains that France and ber 
allies bave seriously taken in hand the task of 
coercing England.

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—Italy's movements on the 
Red Sea littoral have thoroughly irritated Ger- 
many, The consequences of the new and un- 
expected movement by the Italian Government 
has been a closer knitting of the entente 
cordiale between France and Germany.

MR. HOLMES’ STATEMENT. 

We weathered the storm al! right, but were 
brénght to a standstill this morning by two ac-

Superintendent Holmes pointed qut the men 
busy at work shifting the heavy machinery 
around the broken wheel and replacing the old 
cogs with new ones, 16 inches long by 8 inches 
wide and 6 inches thick, and constructed of 
wrought iron. 

“This morning,“ vontinued Mr. Holmes, as 
if we bad not enough trouble to attend to a- 
ready, one of the drivers, coming nortu on State 
etreet, held on to the cable about a minute too 
long as be was passing here. His grip caught 
at the puliey, and under the tremendous ten- 
sion the cable ed. The men have just got 
through splicing it. We'll have the cog-wheel 
and the cable mended and the cars running by 
2 o’cloek this afternoon. 

„What will you do with the driver who broke 
the cabie?’’ 

THE HORSES SUFFER. 

„O, we'll attend to his case as soon as we get 
@ little more time than we have now,” replied 
Mr. Holmes laughingiy. It is a bad business 
all through as it has happenea. The horses 
have no calks on their shoes and, as we have 
had no time to sand the tracks, which are cov- 
ered with ice, they slip and siide till it is painful 
to watch them.” 

„How much money will this stoppage cost 
the company?” asked the reporter. 

“Tn actual cost for repairs, little or nothing.“ 
said Mr. Holmes; but the loss of passenger 
traffic, the damage to horses, and all the minor 
accidents liable to happen at such atime will 
probably put us between $500 and $800 beuind.“ 

As the reporter stepped out of the Suverin- 
tendent’s office be found a car, full of passen- 
gers, stuck fast to the track, apparently frozen 
to it, as several of the shivering people within 
suggested. Every effort to start the horses 
was fruitless, as they slipped and slid from 
side to side, and only kept their feet with the 
assistance of the driver and conductor at their 
heads. Eventually some ten or twelve men 
alighted, and, muttering imprecations sulphur- 
ous enough to thaw ice, by their united efforts 
started the car on its way up-town. * 

GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE. 

“We are running in the go-as-fou-please 
way. said the conductor to the reporter. We 
get stuck so often and are so continua 
bieckaded by other cars that we can't 

nd to keep our regular hours. But 
think we are providing for all the people who 
want to travel such a day as this. Before 9 
o'clock we couldn’t do much, though. Every 
car must bave carried eighty passengers or 
more, and yet fully two-thirds of the people 
had to walk to their places of business. The 
horses were nearly helpiess, and men had to 
get out and start the car after about every 
stop. Down by Twenty-third street a horse 
was so badly burt in falling that they had to 
shoot bim at once.“ 

On most of the cars the whiffictrees were 
fastened the right-hand corner, instead of 
at the cent of the front platform. so that tbe 
horses need not step on the icy granit biocks 
between the tracks. 

A DRIVER'S OBSERVATIONS, 

*“T really believe that the sweepers do more 
harm than good,” said one of the drivers as be 
poin at the glassy pavement ahead. You 
see, if we don't have sand, snow is the next best 
thing, but these sweepers won't even leave us 
the snow, so we have to hitch the horses to the 
corner of the car and in that way give one of 
‘em a chance to keep at least his nigh feet in 
the loose snow. Do you see those two 

thumbs?" suddenly ejaculated the driver as

THE WABASH AVENUE CARLE SNAPS. 

The Wabash avenue cable bad become so 
frozen in the channel by 2 o'clock that when 
the power was put on the cable parted.

It took some time to get the 
ends together, ana splicing iron wire in such 
weather is very slow work. So it was alter 8 
o'clock in the evening before men in the 
machinery-house began hauling in the slack 
preparatory to putting the cable on the drum. 

DITTO COTTAGE GROVE AVENUE. 

But these were not the only mishaps. About 
half-past 7 in the evening the cable on Cottage 
Grove avenue south of Twenty-second parted 
irom some unknown cause—at least a grip wa: 
not responsible for it—and the  splicers 
had more work to do. After some delay 
horses were hitched to the cars, and they were 
used for the remainder of the evening. No 
scrapers were attached to the cars, and there 
being considerable snow on the track the 
berses were unable to make very good time. 
Superintendent Holmes said at 9 o'ciock that 
he believed every line would be running in 
good shape this morning. 


HOW THE RAILROADS SUFFERED. 
THE WHITE BLOCKADE CATSES A GENERAL 
SUSPENSION OF TRAFFIC. 

Bad as the difficulties were which the rail- 
roads centering in this city had to contend 
against during the heavy snow-storm Sunday 
night and all day Monday, that trouble was 
not to be compared with what the roads had 
Monday night and all day yesterday. The 
suow ceased falling and the stars made their 
appearance about 9 o'clock Monday evening, 
but the weather turned intensely cold and the 
wind blew flercely from the northwest, caus- 
ing the snow on the prairies to drift even more 
seriously than while the storm was at 
ite hight. Wherever there was a cut 
the snow packed in like sand, through 
which the trains found it impossibie 
to foree their way, and the intense cold pro- 
vented the engines from getting as much steam 
as usual. 
and Fort Wayne, which managed to get their 
trains through in tolerably good time Sunday 
nd Monday, were compelled to throw up the 
Sponge yesterday and allow the elements to 
have their way. None of the trains sent out by 
those rouds Monday night got further than 
about thirty miles from this city, where they 
stuck fast in mountains of snow, from which 
they could not be extricated until yesteraay 
forenoon, and even after being released they 
made very siow headway.

The Illinois Central's suburban trains made 
reguiar but tewer trips, as the east tracks are 
still blockaded. No other trains except the 
Dubuque had come in or gone out over that 
road yesterday. The greatest troubie is at 
Monee, about thirty-five miles south from 
this city, just beyond the point 
where the double track ceases. At 
this point a northbound train is stuck in 
the snow and has stopped two other trains. 
Fifteen engines and an army of snow-shovelers 
were at work during the day trying to raise 
the blockade. Another train is stuck a littie 
north of Gilmore, eighty-one. miles south of 
bere, and another at Kantoul, about 150 miles 
south. No trains have passed over the Kanka- 
kee Line fur the last twodays. Monday morn- 
ing’s Chicago-bound express from Cincinnati 
is in a drift near St. Anne, with a dead engine. 
The Cincinnati-bound mail-train on the same 
road is also stuck fast. 

There bave been no trains running on the 
Baltimore & Obio since Monday. The passen- 
gers on the train stuck in adrift at Miller's 
Station Monday came in by the Lake Shore. 
Five or s trains of this road are biockaded at 
Edgem ore, six miles south of South Chicago. 

Only two trains arrived by the Michigan Cen- 
tral yesterday. The exprese-train due bere 
Monday evening arrived at 6:50 yesterday 
morning, and the train due at 5:45 Monday 
evening arrived at 10 yesterday morning. The 
Atlantie Express went out Monday night, puc 
at last accounts had not reached Detroit. All 
trains yesterday were abandoned, but it was 
the intention to send out the Atlantic express 
last night if circumstances warranted it.

THE MOST SEVERE BLOOKADE ON RECORD. 

Capt. Maurice J. McGrath, Superintendent of 
Mails at the Chicago Post-Office, said yester- 
day that within his recollection there was no 
time when the snow-blockade interfered 80 
much with railroad traffic and the transmission 
of the mails as the present. In 1872, be sand, 
the Post-Office people were somewhat put 
about. The average delay then was about 
tweive hours. Now the average delay will ex 
ceed twenty-four hours. The trains from the 
South even arrived several hours behind time. 
The longest delays are experienced in the case 
of the Western and Northwestern trains, and 
the east-bound trains that run through Michi- 
gan and Canada.

About 5 o’clock Sunday afternoon a dense 
bank of peculiar steel-biue clouds was noticed 
coming across Lake Michigan, and the knowing 
ones predicted that “the biggest storm of the 
season was on its way. Whether that 
had anything to do with it or not, about 
8 o'clock the liveliest kind of a show- 


storm was raging and busi! 

gaged in painting the town a wen white. 
By 10 o'clock enough of the groundwork and 
outlines had been sketched in to give even the 
most casual observer a pretty good idea of the 
picture. Inthe crowded city the number of 
passers-by keep the snow trodden down and 
the moving vehicies keep the Streets open. In 
the village traveling was dangercus, even to 
life. The occupants of a sleigu driving from

A STALLED TRAIN. 

Less tragic but vexatious enough was the 
experience of the passengers on the Liljnois 
Central suburban train which left the Central 
depot at 11:20 Sunday nignt for Pullman. The 
train was a long one and crowded with passen- 
@ers. Arrived at a point between Thirty- 
ninth and Forty-third street the drifts 
took the train ténderly in charge, 
and gave not up their watch and 
ward until about 6 o’clock Monday morning. 
The fact that it was Sunday night alone pre- 
vented the fashionable and high-toned women 
of Kenwood and Hyde Park from being sub- 
jected to an all-night vigilor an uncomfort- 
able nap in the cars. Several of the young 
bloods of Hyde Park were caught, and they de- 
scribe the scene as ludicrous in the extreme. 
As sleep began to overpower the passengers 
men, women, and children lay scattered pro- 
miscuousiy about in all possible positions, 
snoring melodiously and oblivious of troubie 
or care. The midnight train for South Chicago 
over the same road was switched to another 
track, and arrived there at 3:40 Monday mora- 


ing. 
UNFORTUNATE BUSINESS-MEN. | 

There was no let-up Monday morning. Of 
the thousands of men who go to and from their 
places of business in Chicago a small propor- 
‘tion reached the city, and those who did wisbed 
they had not when it came time to return 
home. Trains staggered through in tow of 
two and three engines at intervals on the Fort 
Wayne, Lake Shore, and Illinois Cen- 
tral Roads, which do the suburban business 
of Hyde Park, Grand Crossing, South Cnhi- 
cago, Cummings, Pullman, and intermediate 
stations. Travel by vehicle was entirely con- 
naed to the more daring of the milk-men, gro- 
cers, and butchers, and even they were com- 
pelled to carry shovels to dig themselves and 
their teams out at frequent intervals. 

About half the scholars in the public-schools 
were in attendance, and in many cases the 
teachers failed to reach the buildings. 

GETTING HOME UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

As night approached the situation grew 
worse. The streets were absolutely deserted, 
and actually impassable. A number of gentle- 
men- finding that the chances of getting bome 
vy truin were slim, telephoned for their sieighs 
to meet the cable-cars at Thirty-pinth street. 
The result was that a number of hichly-re- 
spected citizens left their sieighs and cutters 
standing in the drifts south of Tuirty-ulnth, 
and reached bome on horseback sometime dur- 
ing the night, or waded across-iots to the nearest 
house. At daylight yesterday morning there 
were four abandoned and more or less de- 
molished sleighs on Drexel boulevard, two on 
Lake avenue, and here and there one at a cor 
ner where a turn had been attempted. 


SNOWED IN. 


Trains over the Illinois Central, which does 
the bulk of the passenger business of the 
continued 
to leave the city during the afternoon. The 
train which left at 1 o’clock Monday stuck at 
Fifty-fourth street, the 2 o'clock followed suit, 
and so did the 4:30 and 5:00 and 5:30, until five 
trains and ten engines lay helpless between 
Fifty-second and Fifty-fourth streets. The 
hungry and disgusted passengers, bound for 
Pullman and South Chicago, swooped down 
upon the defenseless neighborheod at Hyde 
Park centre, cleaned out the one restaurant, 
and carried off the grocery-stores bodily to the 
trains. Thetrainmen got coal from the coal- 
Fards, water for the engines from the hydrants, 
kept their tempers as well as possible, and 
swore as little as they consistently could con- 
sidermg the circumstances. The five trains 
were on the through-passenger tracks, which 
lie in the centre of the six tracks. The suburban 
tracks, lying inside, were abandoned early in 
the day, the engines were giving symptoms of 
* dyinpg,”’ and the situation was gloomy. As a 
last resort two heavy engines about 7 o'clock 
succeeded in forcing their way out on the out 
side freighi track. They were followed by a 
heavy Michigan Central passenger-train, and 
this in turn by a double-neader suburban 
train. The five stalled trains, with the excep- 
tion of the one furthest south, were pute d 
back to the switches at“ Forty-thipd street and 
taken outon the freight track, and matters 
looked better. The south train lay out all 
night, as did a South Chicago train near Jet- 
fery avenue: The former reached the eit at 
3:30 yesterday afternoon and the latter at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

THE SOUTH PARK DUMMY. 

The little dummy which runs between the 
terminus of the cable-cars at Thirty-ninth 
street and South Park started ovt bravely Sun- 
day night at 9 o'clock from Thirty-uinth street 
and lies buried upto date somewhere along 
the line. It may resume operations in the 
spring. What became of the passengers no- 
body knows. 

Yesterday matters were in better shape, 
though the intense cold proved very discour- 

ing to effective efforts to break the blockade. 
Five heavy engines p'owed through the drifts 
on the inbound through passenger tracks, and 
whatever travel was done was over those and 
the freight tracks. Trains were run when they 
could get through, no pretense being made of 
running according to schedule. Not a freight- 
train of any description has been seen for two 
days. This is very unusual and strikes the ob- 
server quite.forcibly. 

YOUNG “HUTCH” AND HIS GOATS. 

One of the most pathetic incidents of Mon- 
day's storm was the case of “ Young Hutch,”’ 
the bopeful son of Old Hutch,’’ the miilion- 
aire packer. The youngster delights in a 
spirited span of goats attached to a sied. They 
ran away from him in the driving snow and 
brought up in a snow-drift which hid them 
from sight, and it was many bours before 
* Youvg Hutch” and his friends could dig out 
his team. 

IDLE WORKMEN. 

Aggravating and vexatious as the storm bas 
been in all localities of Hyde Park to business- 
men and thrifty nouse wives, there is worse to 
follow. The vast quantities of snow, tollowed 
by the intense cold, cannot fail to bring much 
suffering upon the poor, and there are many 
of them at present. By the idieness of 
the great rollmp-mills at South Chicago 
and The slackvess of work at many of the 
manutactories in the South’ End many thou- 
sand men are out of work, 1,500 employés of 
the rolling-mills alone being without employ- 
ment. These men are married men with fam- 
ilies in large proportion. Relief societies are 
active in their work, but for some time effect- 
ive access to sec)uded localities will be difficult, 
and should the cold weather continue the out- 
look is gloomy. 

a ENGLEWOOD. 

The limited train on the Lake Shore Road, 
leaving Chicago at 3:30, lost balf an hour by 
the time it reached Englewood, but had a very 
fair show to get through. 

On the Chicago & Atlantic Road an attempt 
was made to get a train away. but after eight 
engines coupled up te two coaches had failed 
to make a start they guve it up as a bad job 
and made no further effort to do anytoing. 

The dummy train on the Lake Shore Road 
made a bold effort to reach Englewood, but en- 
countered a snowbank at Fortieth street, and 
in spite of the fact that there were three en- 
gines and but one car they couldn't move and 
tne train was abandoned. 

EVANSTON. 

On the Milwaukee Division of the Northwest- 
ern no trains ran after 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The early trains reached the city 
with difficulty. The 9:15 and the extra which 
followed stuck in the snow near Rosehiltand 
after a delay of four hours were : 
The funeral-train reached here three 
and a half hours late, bringing the 
passengers from the stalled trains 
No train bad reached Chicago up to midnight 
since morning. The funeral train with five lo. 
comotives left here after 8 p. m. and is now 
snow-bound at the city limits. The Milwaukee 
express due bere at 6:43 ran over a broken rail 
this side of Waukegan, but every car kept the 
track, although the passengers were badly 
shaken. None were injured. Upon reaching 
here the train was abandoned. Unless there is 
a change in the weather the suburban traffic 
Will be entirely suspended today. 


= ACCIDENTS. 
A COLLISION AT ENGLEWOOD. 

There was a collision on the Fort Wayne 
Road near Englewood, the incoming New York 
passenger, No. 7, running into a switch-engine 
near Fifty-eighth street. The passenger had 
left two coaches at South Chicago and was en- 
deavoring to make its way to the city with two 
engines, to which were attached two bag- 
gage-cars and one coach. Near  Fifty- 
eighth street the west tracks of 
the road were blocked by two stalied suburban 
trains, and the blinding snow blowing over the 
roots of these cars prevented the engineers of 
the passenger-train and of the switch-engine 
seeing each other until too late to prevent the 
crash. All reversed their engines and with 
their firemen jumped and saved themselves. 
The shock to the occupants of the baggage- 
cars and coacbes was fearful, but aside from 
some severe bruises none were injurcd. The 


track was effectuaily blocked for several bours 
by this smasb-up.

SEEKING FOR SHELTER. 

OUTCASTS THRONGING THE POLICE STATIONS. 

From early evening until 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing the police stations were besieged by home- 
less unfortuhates who sought protection from 
tne bitter cold, Not a few were women, and of 
the men there were some whose appearance 
contrasted . strikingly with the ill-clad, 
unkempt wretches by whom they were 
surrounded. Their refined faces and 
superior dlothing—though the overcoat 
was lacking—and the well-bred manner with 
which they appiied for a night's lodging showed 
only too plainly that force of cireumstances 
had only recentiy driven them from comtorte- 
ble surroundings to this perbaps their first 
night in a police station. Nope were refused 
shelter for the night, for it would 
have deen certain death to have re- 
mained out during the night. More than 
700 persons were lodged at the various ste. 
tions. Of this number Desplaines street had 
the greater share, the cells, corridors, and all 
availiable space being occupied by more than 
800 persons, Harrison street came next with 
about 125, Chicago avenue and West Twelfth 
street each had about fifty, and the other sta- 
tions had their full share of the wanderers.

BLOCKADES ON THE KANKAKESE LINE AND ILLI-

CAMPBELL’S COMPANY BNOW-BOUND. 

KANKAKER, III., Feb. 10.—(Special.]—The 
snow is still drifting. The mercury 1s 20° bo- 
low zero. No trains have arrived or departed 
today. Testerday's Kankakee Line passenger 
which left Chicago at 9a. m. is lying at this 
city unable to go east. Two other Kankakee 
Line east-bound trains are near St. Anne, 
eleven miles east ot here, in drifts. On the 
Illinois Ceritral the mail train is in a snow-bank 
at Danforth, south of this city. Bartley Camp- 
bell’s “Galley Slave combination are on 
this train. The Indiana, Llinois & Iowa 
have all their engines in their roundhouse 
at this place. No trains have run on the Kan- 
kakee & Seneca Road since Sunday. A great 
scarcity of coal is complained of in the smalier 
towns adjoining. The Illinois Central has pas- 
senger trains snowed in as follows: One at 
Rantoul, ohe at Danforth, four between Monee 
and Peotone, two between Bloomington and 
Kankakee, on the Illinois Central Branch, near 
Buckingham. The Chicago & Eastern Llinois 
track is blocked above Momence. A suow-plow 
and three engines are ditched belaw Momence, 
but the track is open. 

At least three feet of snow lie on the 
ground, and the strong wind has filled up the 
country roads and cut off communication with 
farmers. The Pontiac passenger, which lett 
here yesterday on the Kankakee & South west- 
ern, bas hot yet reached Herscher, sixteen 
miles distant, and the incoming train trom 
Bloomington, due here at 1 p, m. yesterday, is 
side-tracked at Buckingham. Five passenger-

BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 10.—[Special. ]|—The 
wind died away tonight, the snow stopped 
drifting, and it bas grown much warmer. The 
Lake Erie, the Indianapolis Line, the Middle 
Division ‘of the Lilinois Central, and all divis- 
ions of the Chicago & Alton excepting from 
Bioomington to St. Louis abandoned trains to- 
night. Possibly the Indiana, Bloomington 
& Western may break through from Peoria. 
The Chicago & Alton bas vast drifts at Mazon 
Bridge, Gardner, Chenoa, Braidwood, Mason 
City, Petersburg; and Tallula. On the Jackson- 
ville Branch at Mazon Bridge four trains and 
ten engines are snowed in, One passenger- 
train is snowed in at Petersburg and one at 
Mason City, both east-bound.

THE SENATORSHIP. 


THE JOINT SESSION. 
A STARTLING BOURBON DISCOVERY OF A NEW 
WAY TO SECURE A QUORUM. 


SPRINGFIELD, In., Feb. 10.—[ Special. |—The 
legal questions involved in the election of a 
United States Senator are the topics of dis- 
cussion today. Probably no election was ever 
held where so many nice points of law have 
been raised, and it is already apparent that 
there is a possibility ot a contest before the 
United States Senate, no matter how the elec- 


Today,

tion here is decided. Up to within a few days 


the general opinion has been that in order to 
secure an election it was necessary 
that a majority or a quorum ot 
both the Senate and the House 
must be pregent and vote, or no 
election would result— that is to say, at least 
twenty-six Senators and seventy-seven Repre- 
sentatives must be present and vote at the 
joint session before an election would result. 
Under this view -of the law it was conceded 
that the twenty-six Republican Senators could 
prevent an election by not voting if the Demo- 
crats should attempt by any of their bigh- 
handed acts to oust some of the Republicans 


in the House and thus break the tie. 


The same power was conceded to the 
seventy-seven Democrats in the House if 
the Republican Senate should oust any of the 
Democrats in that body. Thus it was the gen- 
eral belief that each body was a check avainst 
the other, and it was contended that this, in 
tact, was the object of the law. 
A CHANGE OF FRONT. 

When, however, the Democratic leaders 
found that their plans for electing a Senator 
by turning out fairly-elected Republicans were 
to be defeated by this operation ot the law 
they changed their views. They now hold that 
the majority of 103 votes, which is a majority 
of all persons elected to the General As- 
sembly, can elect, no matter from what 
body they come. They ‘declare that if 
the Republican Senators refuse to go into joint 
session or refuse to vote after having gone 
into joint session they will with their Senators 
go over to the House and join the Vemocrats 
there in a joint session. It in the meantime 
the House has seated a Democrat in the place 
of a Republican they will have 103 votes—a 
majority of the Assembly—and with them they 
propose to declare their man elected. Of 
course twenty-five Senators do not make a 
quorum of that body, bu: under this new Dem- 
ocratic doctrine a quorum is not a necessity. 


AN ABSURD POSITION. 

The absurdity of this position is easily seen, 
when it is reflected that under it if the House 
chose it could bar out the Senate entirely and 
elect a Senator without a joint ballot. The 
House, having three times as many members as 
the Senate, could absolutely deprive that body 
of all participation in the election of a Senator 
should this new and novel Bourbon theory be 
accepted. In that case the law requiring a 
joint session would be an absurdity, and the 
very object for which it was passed would be 
defeated. 

Of course the Republicans do not fall in with 
this idea. According to. their understanding 
the United States Senate has always held in 
contested cases that it is necessary that a 
quorum of both Houses of the Legislature 
be present and participate in the election, 
and it the Democrats attempt to pushgbrough 
their scheme they will have a contest on their 
hands. Itis not probable, however, that the 
view now taken by the Bourbon leaders will be 
entertained by all the Democrats. 

At a caucus of the Democratic Senators this 


morning the subject was discussed. Senator. 


Organ and others held the view that a majority 
of the Senate must participate in the election. 
THE HARRISON INFLUENCE. 

Back of all this, however, is the Carter Har- 
He does not want to see Mor- 
rison elected. How easy it will be to defeat 
the scheme by instructing his friends to take 
the position that it is illegal, and that they do 
not propose to imperil Democratic success by 
adopting the new theory. Haines, too, who is 
just now blossoming outas a candidate for 
Senator, will be interested in killing off the 
scheme. With these forces andthe Republic- 
ans opposed to the Morrison plan it would not 
appear to have much show of success. 

When the question was brought to his atten- 
tion, Gen. Logan said the United States Senate 
would be the, judge of the legality of what the 
Legisiature of Illinois did in electing a Senator, 
and witb that view he did not think the opinion 
of any one man at present would haye much 
weight. However, he inclined to the view that, 
if the election did not require a quorum of 
both Houses to participate, the House, having 
the larger number of members, would shut the 
smaller body out entirely. But he did~ not 
think this sort of a complication was likely to 
arise. 

Mr. Morrison said, without having examined 
the legal aspects of the question, he thought a 
quorum of both Houses was not necessary in 
the joint session, the only requisit being that a 
majority of the Legislature should take part iu 
the election. | 


A RECESS TAKEN. 

THE ABSENCE OF MANY MEMBERS CAUSES THE 
POSTPONEMENT Of THE PRELIMINARY RAL- 
LOT. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 10.— [Special. —In 
the House today a few bills were introduced, 
and then a fecess was taken until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. In the Senate a recess was 
also taken until the some hour. This was in 
pursuance of an agreement between Logan 
and Col. Morrison so that the legislative day 
might be preserved. Under the law the ballot 
in the separate Houses must be taken the sec- 
ond Tuesday after organization, which was 
today, but as so many members were snow- 
bound im various parts of the State it was 
thought best to postpone the ballot. This was 
done by simply taking a recess until tomorrow 
and not adjourning, and the legislative Tuesday 
is thus preserved. 

THE PROGRAM FOR TODAY. 

The program now is that if the members all 
get in, or if satisfactory pairs are arranged, the 
ballots in the separate Houses will be taken 
between 10 and 12 o’clock. An adjournment 
until Wednesday will then be taken, and at 12 
o'clock the two Houses will meet in joint 
session to ballot. This program may be 
abandoned by the failure of* all the 
snow-bound members to arrive. In that event it 
is understood that the wishes of the two Senato- 
rial candidates will be respected and a further 
recess taken until Thursday, though this would 
probably prevent the usual Friday adjourn- 
ment. When the snow-bound members arrive 
they will probably determine the question of 
the usual adjournment in the negative, as the 
telegrams which bave come indicate that they 
will stay if they once get here. 

PICKING ON MORRISON. 

There is already a very perceptible kick 
among the Democrats at Morrison's failure 
to congult them on every point. and they were 
very angry in the House this morning because 
he requested Judge Messick of St. Clair, a Re- 
publican, to make the motion for a recess. The

Morrison have also given Morrison's critics 
within the party a chance to open their batter 
jes on him. They profess to have information 
of an understanding between the two caucus 
nominees by which apy underband work within 


either party or any attempt to bring a new 
candidate into the field will be thwarted. As 
a good-sized minority of the Democracy bas no 
idea that Morrison will be elected, and is only 
supporting him till the time comes to bring out 
a new man, the bility of such an under- 
Standing has calied out many threats of re- 
venge. , 
SUSPICIOUS OF COOK COUNTY. 

Cook County especially is reported to be the 
object of Morrison's suspicion, and that there 
are good grounds for this suspicion everybody 
knows. The Black and Harrison men are 
complaining bitterly that since the caucus 
Morrison has utterly ignored them, repulsing 
every advance they sought to make, and in a 
dozen ways showing that be did not trust 
them. 

The talk among the anti-Morrison peqplesis 
that their chosen candidate anust be made to 
understand that he is simply the representa- 
tive of the Democratic party and does not own 
it. Therefore they want the steering commit- 
tee of the House and Senate to determine what 
moves shail be made hereafter, and to show 
Morrison that he must not make agreements 
with Gen. Logan regarding recesses or other 
matters tiil the party has given its sanction. 

WILLIAM 18 UNMOVED. 

Morrison, however, has already shown that 
his grip on the party machine is a strong one. 
He will probably crush out the incipient rebell- 
ion in his ranks and continue to direct the 
movements of bis party. While the Democrat- 
io steering committee was in session this aft- 
ernoon Morrison was sent for to confer with 
regarding the absent members, and when the 
case of Senator Bridges was discussed he in- 
formed the committee that it need have no 
bother in that regard whether Bridges was able 
to reach Springfield or not at present. Repre- 
sentative Brown of Edwards, a Republican, was 
sick with pneumonia, and he (Morrison) had 
arranged to pair Bridges with him on the Sen- 
atorial vote until Friday. The steering com- 
mittee expressed a mild surprise that it had 
not been consulted. 

HAINES IN THE FIELD. 

Haines today blossomed out as a full-fledged 
candidate. He got his literary bureau in op- 
eration and then sent out his men to talk 
about the hopelesness of electing Morrison and 
the necessity of the Democrats uniting on 
some one like himself who could get the vote 
of Sittig and perhaps of some other Repub- 
licans. Democrats who have laughed at the 
idea of taking up Haines are today forced to 
admit that he is in earnest and isin a 
posiuon to give them much trouble. His tac- 
tics will be similar to those he employed in the 
House so successfully in the Speakership fight. 
The House Democrats will undoubtedly fall 
into line if the proper time ever comes, but the 
Democratic Senators are not so docile, and just 
now Haines is inciined to be diplomatic and 
conciliatory in treating with them. 

Haines, however, will not have the fleld to 
himself. Senator Streeter will also probably 
come into the race and invite the Democrats to 
unite on him as their only means of salvauon. 
Streeter has made known to the Democratic 
leaders that they must not rely on him help 
them out at present, which means when 
they are ready to abandon Morrison he will be 
ready to treat with them. 


PLANS FOR TODAY. 
EXPECTED TO REACH A VOTE IN BOTH 
HOUSES. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 10.— [Special.] —It is 
considered probable tonight that a voto on 
Senator will be takenin both Houses tomor- 
row. This meets the wishes of both Gen. 
Logan and Mr. Morrison, who have agreed to 
pair down the members till the even balance 
which exists between the two parties is main- 
tained. If the agreement is ratified the roll 
will be called and the absentees noted, and 
then pairs made. At least this is the under- 
standing tonight on both sides. 

Logan will probably be placed in nomination 
before the Senate by Senator Whiting and be- 
fore the House by Hilon A. Parker. The same 
duties will be performed for Morrison by Sen- 
ator Rinenart and Representative Dill. 

Morrison's friends have yet failed to get any 
satisfaction from the Cook Oounty kickers, the 
most of whom are on the spow-bound train, 
which will not be in till morning. It is said 
that two or three af them propose to vote for 
Carter Harrison, but this is doubted. Should 
any ot them desire to shirk the vote it is hinted 
that they will be allowed to pair with absentee 
Republicans.

The Democrats hel@,a caucus this evening at 
which about one-half of their members were 
present.

CONTESTED SEATS. 
A DEMOCRATIC SCHEME EXPOSED --AWN ATTEMPT 
TO BE MADE TO TRADE WITH PARKER. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 10.—[Special.|—The 
efforts of the Democrats to unseat F. W. 
Parker and Boutell in the First and Sixth Dis- 
triots were temporarily checked today. The 
House Committee on Contested Elections held a 
meeting, but owing to the absence of four 
members who had been snowed-in at Brace- 
ville and the failure of County Clerk Ryan to 
arrive with the ballots in those districts the 
case was postponed until tomorrow. It is 
not now quite clear that the Democrats 
intend to unseat F. W. Parker. It is 
broadly intimated that they merely propose to 
use Dolau's contest over him so as to give 
them a chance to elect a Senator. They claim 
that if 103 persons vote in the joint session a 
majority of that number will elect a Senator, 
whether a quorum of the Senate should vote 
or not. With their twenty-five Senators, count- 
ing Streeter as one of them, and sev- 
enty-seven Representatives, they have 
102. If Parker should vote ere 
would be 103, or a majority 
ot all elected. The Democrats propose that 


Parker shall not be unseated if he will vote for 
some one—for whom they do not care—so as to 
make 103 votes on the record. 

Witn Boutell the case is different. The Dom- 
ocrats know he cannot be bulidozed or cajoled 
into any Democratic scheme, and there will be 
u clear attempt made to unseat him, although 
he has over 2,000 votes more than Sittig. 


SENATOR BRIDGES A WRECK. 
DRAGGING A DYING MAN WHOSE MIND IS A 
BLANK TO VOTE AGAINST LOGAN. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 8.—{ Correspondence 
of Chicago Journal.|—It is understood to be 
the intention of the Democrats in their mad 
strife for the Senatorship to bring Senator 
Bridges to this city, even at the risk of his life 
and in spite of the opposition and wishes ot 
his family, his friends, and bis physician. Itis 
given out that Bridges will be brought here, but 
nothing is said of his condition. From the best 
authority obtainadie it is learned that this un- 
fortunate man is in no condition for removal, 
and would be entirely incompetent and unable 
to exercise his judgment in the transaction of 
any business, however simple and unexacting. 

An idea of the state of nealth in which their 
victim is living was given to your correspond- 
ent by a gentleman who knows the case pretty 
thoroughly. During the campaign Mr. Bridges 
was suffering from the effects of an incurable 
malady, and took little interest in the result. 
When he came to Springfield to assume his 
duties as State Senator be was so far gone that 
he was entirely unable to understand what was 
being done or to understand the nature of the 
business before him. It is said that he an- 
swered to his name in the Senate when it was 
calied but once during all the time he was bere. 
While at bis home in Carrollton he was stricken 
with paralysis, and since that time has been not

and he lost the power Of speech in addi- 
tion to his otner -misfortunes. For some 
time he has been unable to articulate and has 
not even indieated that he recognized the 
friends who called to see him. To all appear- 
ance ho has been totally indifferent to every- 
thing passmg on around him. For a time he 
was hardly able to take any food at all, and 
subsisted entirely on liquid nourishment. 

It bus recently been reported that the man is 
better, but when inquiry is made as to the 
standard of comparison by which the improve- 
ment of his condition is determined it appears 
that he bas improved slightly since the attack 
of paralysis which robbed bim of the use of 
nearly all his faculties, and that, instead of 

Poing better than when he left Springficid, he 
is so much worse that be can oniy be brought 
here at the imminent risk of his life. The man 
is so far from competent to exercise the pre- 
rogatiyves of a State officer that there seoms to 
be but little reason to doubt, if tne state of 
affuirs is correctly represented, that no 
court could refuse to so declare him, and the 
men who would make a puppet of bim to au- 
sewer them in their extremity may be deprivea 
of his vote by the intervention of the law. lu- 
deed, it is said that Bridges isin that state of 
mind that, if he should be able to answer to 
the cali ot his name at the proper time, he 
would just as likely vote for the Republican 
candidate as for the Democrat, or for some 
other person.

‘Tommy took Mr. Nixon at his word and didn’t 
go. Since then he has been engaged in writ- 
ing scientific articles for the agricultural de- 
partment of the weekly, and has obtained 
world-wide reputation for his treatise entitled, 
— — Age Impair the Usefulness of tho 
Mule: 

Why not elect Tommy to the United States 
Senate? It may be said that greater men than 
he Have been sent there, but this can be an- 
swered with the equally truthful statement 
that smalier men than he have been sent there. 
Tommy is making a gallant fight for himself. 
By remaining out of the Republican caucus he 
established big independence. He knows where 
to lay his band on one vote at least, and that is 
more than most of us can do. 


OTHER SPRINGFIELD NEWS, 


DEMOCRATIC “REFORM.” 
AND WILLBANKS CARING FOR THEIR 
FRIENDS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—The 
truits of Democratic reform are now being 
gathered under the rule of R. A. D. Willbanks, 
the Clerk, and B. M. Haines. Between them 
they have added seven persons to thé pay-roll 
of the Clerk’s office in addition to the Clerk 
and regular assistants elected by the’ House, 
but under the name of bill clerks, journal 
clerks, proof-readers, and policemen these per- 
sons are now drawing from $3 to 87 a 
day .without authority of the House 
or the law. Their appointment involves 
the expenditure of from $21 to 
$24 a day in addition to the expenses of the 
lust session, and it is quite possible that the 
officious Speaker and Clerk have stowed away 
a number of other friends on the House pay- 
roll without baving the authority to do so. 

One curious feature of this case is.that Will- 
banks has appointed three and perhaps four of 
his fellow-townsmen. A glance at the pay-roll 
would almost lead to the belief that one-half 
the population of Mount Vernon had secured 
tavors from the thritty Clerk of the House. 

It is claimed that these persons have been 
appointed under a resolution authorizing the 
Speaker to appoint the same number of police- 
men and other officers that were appointed two 
years ago. Under the pretext that the author- 
ity was given them by this resolution Will- 
banke and Haines have added these seven per- 
sons to the pay-roll. The fact is that, in addi- 
tion to the regular clerical foree, the Repub- 
lieans only put on two men twoyears ago, and 
these were only appointed when the session 
was half over and when the work bad lacge- 
ly increased. So it appears that even under 
the resolution five more persons have been put 
on the pay-roli than ought to haye been ap- 
pointed, and an additional expense of from 

2.500 to $3.000 has thus been involved by the 
Democratic reformer, 

One fact which shows that the additional 
force was not needed is that one of the new 
clerks is a newspaper correspondent, who is

EVIDENCE IN THE FRAUD CASES. 
Until the trial of Mackin and his confed- 
erates began in the United States Court the 
public had only such notions of the evidence 
as could be obtained through second-hand 
reports of the testimony taken by the 
United States and the State grand 
juries. But it has now transpired that 
the testimony in regard to the order- 
ing, printing, engraving, and delivery of 
the ballots is as direct, straightforward, and 
convincing as it was represented to be. It is 
furnished by a number of responsible and 
credible witnesses, who confirm each other’s 
statements, and the chain is made up of con- 
necting links which can be traced back and 
located. The genuine and the spurious bal- 
lots have been identified. Citizens have tes- 
tified that the ballots found in the box with 
Brand’s name on them were not cast by them, 
as they purported to be, and that the ballots 
which they actually voted had disappeared. 
The spurious ballots have been clearly recog- 
nized as those which were ordered by and 
delivered to Joseph or Mickey“ Mackin. 
However this testimony may affect the 
other defendants in the trial now going on, 
it seems to be simply impossible for the jury 
to escape the conviction that Mackin ordered 
and afterwards received the counterfeit bal- 
lots which were found among the returns 
from the Second Precinct of the Eighteenth 


Ward. It does not matter so much how the 


genuine ballots were abstracted and the coun- 
terfeits substituted, since it is plain that the 
job could not have been carried out if Mackin 
had not provided the spurious material which 
was used to disfranchise the voters. The in- 
terviews held with Mackin by one ot the 
principal witnesses after the exposure of the 
fraud, the latter's agreement to keep out of 
the way, and Mackin’s effort to impress him 
with the fact that he (the witness) was also 
in trouble, are circumstantial -conditions 
which greatly strengthen the direct evidence 
against him. 

The testimony of a Mr. Wynne, who voted 
ticket No. 10, and who pronounced the ballot 
produced in court as his a forgery, did much 
to upset whatever lingering confidence in the 
result of the inquiry the gang may have 
had. It would appear, from what occurred 
in court, that the fine workers” had ex- 
pected to prove that ballot No. 10 (contain- 
ing Brand’s name) was the one actually cast 
by Mr. Wynne, but that gentleman promptly 
repudiated the bogus ticket and drove another 
nail deep into the coffin-lid now apparently 
closing down on the defense. Other facts 
brought out in yesterday’s examination tend- 
ed largely to corroborate the evidence already 
accumulated against the man Mackin. 

The jury must decide the case now on 
trial, and the purpose of THE Trisune at 
present is merely to direct public attention to 
the complete verification of the testimony a» 
it was represented in these columns before it 
came out in court. Whatever the verdict in 
the present case may be—founded as it is 
upon the charge of conspiracy to do an un- 
lawful act in connection with the Congres- 
sional election—the evidence elicited in re- 
gard to the spurious ballots will certainly 
convict Magkin on the charge of perjury for 
testifying before the special grand jury that 
he did not order the ballots and that they were 
not delivered to him. There is abundant 
testimony not only that he ordered and re- 
ceived the ballots, but that the engraver’s 
plate was delivered to him, and that he di- 
rected the copy from which the spurious 
tickets were printed to be destroyed. It is 

to be hoped, however, that the law and the 
trial in the United States Court will provide 
conviction and punishment of a crime which 
is now fixed in publie opinion upon Mackin. 


WILL THERE BE AN EXTRA SES- 
SION ? 

The Democratic politicians are apparently 
terrified at the prospect that an extra session 
of Congress may be necessary. They speak 
of it as a “‘ calamity,” and they are straining 
every nerve to avertit. Probably they will 
succeed in patching up the appropriations in 
a hurried and reckless fashion, so that it will 
not be indispensable ‘to the running of the 
Government that Congress be convened to 
vote supplies, and in that event there will 
certainly be no extra session. Bat the ap- 
prehensions entertained by the politicians are 
significant. 

To begin with, an extra session would be a 
standing evidence of the incapacity and neg- 
lect of the Democratic majority in the present 
House of Representatives. Within three 
weeks of adjournment but one of the appro- 
priation bills has been completed and sent to 
the President, and that one—the West Point 
Academy bill—is comparatively unimportant 
and rarely excites discussion. Four of the 
most important bills—the Navy, Fortifica- 
tions, Sundry Civil, and Deficiency Appro- 
priations—have not even been considered in 
committee, and all the others are in an un- 
settled condition. The only practical efforts 


which have been made at legislation have 
deen in the shape of riders to the appro-

very properly to reject without regard to the 
merits of the several propositions, on the 
ground that such legislation is irrelevant and 
surreptitious, and hence improper. The fail- 
ure of the riders” will consequently leave 
the record of the present session a blank 80 
far as general legislation is concerned. The 
Democrats are naturally averse to confessing 
to the odium whicli attaches to this flagrant 
neglect of the public business; an extra ses- 
sion would expose their culpability, and they 
desire to avoid such an exposure, 

Another consideration which makes; the 
Democratic managers hostile to an extra ses- 
sion is their hesitation to undertake the re- 
sponsibility of affairs. They have not yet 
outlined a policy and they do not know 
where or how to begin. They are divided 
among themselves and dread the day of set- 
tlement between the factions. They have 


been for so many years mere obstructionists, . 


contenting themselves with factious opposi- 
tion to the Republican policy, that they are 
unprepared to bring forward a policy of their 
own. They have been engaged so long in 
pulling down that they have forgotten how 
to build up. The same evasion of responsi- 
bility which has characterized their manage- 
ment of legislation in the present Congress 
would be the natural course at an extra ses- 
sion, but the do-nothing tactics would then 
be more apparent to the people, and public 
condemnation could not be so easily escaped. 
In plain words, the Democrats are not ready 
to face the music. 

A third consideration of almost equal force 
is that the managers desire the new Admin- 
istration during the first few months to de- 
vote itself exclusively to a redistribution of 
the offices. On the one hand, they want 
the President unembarrassed by any schemes 
of legislation in order that his whole time 
and thought may be devoted to the disposal 
of the spoils. On the other hand, the chief 
wire-pullers—the Gormans, Barnums, Man- 
nings, and Randalls—want to save the Presi- 
dent from the usual Congressional scramble 
for places. They propose, if possible, to 
hold his private ear for the advancement of 
their own interests and friends while the 
ordinary run of Congressmen have returned 
to their homes. A division of the offices 
among the party-workers was the first if not 
the sole aim of Democratic effort, and the 
regulation of important public affairs—the 
management of the finances and taxation and 
foreign relations—are relegated to a seconda- 
ry place. 

If it were not for these narrow and un- 
worthy influences an extra session of Con- 
gress would be by no means an unmixed evil. 
There would be many adyantages m the 
simultaneous inauguration of a new Presi- 
dent and a new Congress, especially when 
they have been elected by the same party 
and represent the same general purposes in 
government. The Democrats might thus im- 
press upon the country at the very opening 
of their new lease of power the intentions 
and aims of the party. They could establish 
their claims to public confidence or convey 
such Warnings of their dangerous tendencies 
that public opinion could bring a pressure to 
bear against them. They could give notice 
of their designs in regard to the tariff, inter- 
nal taxation, the silver question, the eur- 
rency, the National banks, the Supreme 
Court, railroad regulation, and other matters 
of vital public interest, so that the country 
could prepare for the changes they propose 
to make in the prevailing policy. As it is, 
everything in connection with Democratic 
rule is uncertain, and the country will be left 


in doubt during eight or nine months whileg 


Mr. Cleveland and his lieutenants will be 
busy in parceling out the oflices. 


PASTEUR’S RABIES EXPERIMENTS. 

It is now believed, both in England and 
France, that the distinguished savant, M. 
Pasteur, has arrived at the final stage of his 
investigation of rabies, and that he will be 
enabled to provide a sure antidote to the 
dreadful disease of hydrophobia. The pe- 
culiar microbe which belongs to the special 
disease he has not yet succeeded in eaptur- 
ing, and until he does so and discovers what 
manner of person he is, dogs, monkeys, and 
rabbits will have to suffer. When he suc- 
ceeds in identifying and isolating it, how- 
ever, he believes that he can prepare his 
antidote artificially. The most positive and 
valuable discovery that he has made in his 
investigations is his location of the seat of 
the disease. After repeated experiments he 
has found beyond all question that the virus 
affects the nervous system only, and that the 
maximum of its effect is in the medulla 
oblongata, the region of the restiform bodies 
and the central lobe of the cerebellum, 

Upon this basis M. Pasteur proceeded with 
his investigation, seeking to make a practical 
application. As stated by Prof. Salamon, 
his first step was to cultivate varieties of it 
which should in their growth assimilate the 
same nutrient material from the brain, but 
which should be less energetic in action, and 
consequently less harmful to tlie system.” 
This process is more interesting to the reader 
than to the victims of his experiments. He 
found that when the unmodified virus is in- 
jected into the brain ofa healthy dog, the 
disease will manifest itself eight days after, 
and three days later the dog will die. A 
monkey, however, poisoned with the same 
solution will live for fifteen, which indicates 
that the virus is diminished in its energy of 
action. This monkey’s brain is then pre- 
pared, and the solution is injected into the 
brain of anotber, and so on through five 
monkeys until at last the microbe becomes 
so modified that it is ready for the last stage. 
The attenuated virus taken from the brain of 
the fifth monk is injected into the brain of 
a rabbit. He is mortally stricken, but his 
disease has none of the symptoms of rabies: 
on the other hand, he dies of paralysis. It 
is the brain of this rabbit which is used in 
the preparation of a beef-tea lymph that is 
used for the vaccination of dogs. It is not 
injected into the brain, which would 
produce a dangerous illness, but is -intro- 
duced into the system through a slight 
serateh upon the skin covering the intestines, 
The same Prof. Salamon. from whom we 
have quoted above, writing in the Pall Mall 
Gazetie of M. Pasteur’s experiments, says: 


At the present time M. Pasteur is experi- 
menting upon over 100 dogs, and he informed 
me that be expects before long to considerably 
increase the number. Those dogs which are 
injected with a strong virus without previous 
vaccination are separately confined in very 
strong cages, and every precaution is taken by 
the talented assistant in charge of them to 
provide against the possibility of a bite. Those 
which are vaccinated are kept in a series of 
kennels, forcibly reminding one of our bome 
for lost dogs at Battersea. They are not, how- 
ever, permitted to mix together. Each animal 
has its own kennel. They are all scrupulously 
clean, and have an abundance of good food. 
Dogs are constantly arriving from ail 
directions, and it seems to be an under 
stood thing that any animal which has 
been bitten by a mad dog is to be 
sent to M. Pasteur for vaccination and experi- 
ment. Isaw one beautiful hound, the prop- 
erty of a lady of means residing in Paris, 
which bad been bitten in this way, but which 
had not developed symptoms of rabies. It 
wus inoculated no less than five times, one 
month being allowed to elapse between each 
successive operation, in order te see if any il 
ness would result. It is now believed to be in- 
capabie of taking the disease. An injection of 
excvedingly strong virus was administwred

pleted it is certain that dogs will be rendered 
proot against rabies by inoculation with a 
weakenedwirus, which will, without the de- 
velopment of dangerous symptoms, absorb 
certain ingredients which the strong virus now 
requires in order that it may flourish. 


The saddest feature of these experiments, 
beautiful as they may be from a scientific 
point of view, is the amount of suffering 
which must be inflicted in the preparation of 
the. attenuated virus. Dogs must be made 
mad. Monkeys must be killed, and rabbits 
must die of paralysis, besides the pain which 
must ensue in opening the skulls and inject- 
ing the virus into the brain. It looks like 
the very refinement of the cruelty of vivisec- 
tion. Of course M. Pasteur uses every re- 
source of science to alleviate pain, and his 
argument Would be that while a few suffer 
the multitude will escape suffering. To this 
others will reply that, while vaccination may 
prevent dogs bitten by others from running 
mad, fhe disease still remains, and 
that no way is found of preventing 
rabies or of curing it after it is 
developed, nor after all M. Pasteur’s 
experiments with his dogs, monkeys, and 
rabbits will any one care to expose himself 
to the bite of a mad dog, because there is no 
guaranty that he will not suffer from the hor- 
rible results. Though a dog may be pro- 
tected by vaccination from taking the disease, 
one would like to feel assured that his dog will 
not have it. There are vaccinations for 
small-pox, but the disease exists just the 
same, and it is well established that those 
who have been vaccinated will have it. 
When M. Pasteur has so far advanced his 
experiments that he can himself be bitten by 
a mad dog with impunity, the world will rise 
and applaud him as a benefactor,

A COLD WINTER, | 

The winter of 1884-85 is remarkable not 
alone for its general weather but for its va- 
rieties. The Manitoba waves and the areas 
of low thermometer have given, us different 
aspects every week, but none pA remark- 
able than the display of the last two days. 
Two storms seem to have started from the 
Same general point and to have traveled in 
the same general direction. One swept 
through Dakota, Kansas, Nebraska, North- 
eastern Iowa, Southern Wisconsin, Northern 


‘Illinois, and Southern Michigan, and was in 


the nature of a violent blizzard of wind and 
snow, followed by a degree of cold which in 
Chicago showed a drop from 20° above to 20° 
below. ‘The other storm was marked by as- 
tonishing electric displays, and traveled more 
to the south of us, being heard of in South- 
ern Illinois and Indiana and in Northern 
Kentucky, both storms, however, being fol- 
lowed by a corresponding drop in temper- 
nture. As far south as Jackson, Miss., the 
mercury fell from 70° to 32°, The same gen- 
eral characteristics attended the Northern 
storm, a fierce wind and blinding snow, with 
the thermom@er ranging from 14° to 20° be- 
low zero in the extreme Western regions and 
the mercury dropping as the storm advanced. 
The Southern storm was one of rain, hail, 
and sleet accompanied by heavy thunder and 
vivid lightning, which also appeared in the 
snow-storm in some places farther north, as 
sharp lightning oceurr at Paxton, Decatur, 
Jacksonville, Centralia, and even as far north 
as Kankakee in this State and Elkhart in In- 
diana. In some places the display was phe- 
nomenal. At more than one place in this 
State the red sky appeared nearly all night, 
and at Louisville dense blackness yesterday 
rendered it almost as dark as at midnight. 
The accompaniment of thunder and lightning 
was so tetrific that many thought the last day 
had come, while a unique addendum was at- 
tached to the display in a shower of small 
fish which indicated a waterspout on the 
Ohio. 

Certainly this is a conglomeration which 
leads one to inquire with some trepidation 
what is going on deep down in the bowels of 
the earth and way up in the air above us that 
creates such a disturbance in the elements 
and such a mixing up of the ordinary peace- 
ful conditions.

For this 
reason, if for no other, it is always a fresh 
topic and a welcome staple’ of talk, though 
we may have nothing new to offer; and cer- 
tainly of all weathers this weather is most 
provocative of disenssion. It has belied 
every indication, overwhelmed every seer 
with mortification, and plunged the signal 
service into a slough of contradictions. ‘The 
open and beautiful autumn, whose blandness 
lasted almost until Christmas, deceived the 
ground-hog, not to mention the weather 
prophets who live above ground.

DEATH OF CARDINAL M’CABE. 

Drsiinxn, Feb. 11—1 a. m—[Via Bennett- 
Mackay Cable to The Tribune. |—Cardinal Mac- 
Cabe died at a quarter past 12 a. m. of acute 
inflammation. He had only been ill twenty- 
four hours. 


[He was born in Dublin, Nov. 23. 1801, and wrote 
for the Irish press from 1824 till 1835. Whilst he 
was connected with the Dublin Merning Register 
Mr. O'Connell declared he “only held himself re- 
sponsible for his speeches as reported by Mr. 
MacCabe.”’ From 1831 till 1851 he was a 
Parliamentary reporter on the Morning Chron- 
icle and Morning Herald. in 1847 was 
appointed Consul in London for the Oriental Re- 
public of Uruguay. and in 1851 he resigned that ap- 
pointment and his connection with the London 
press to become editor of the Wrekly Telegraph, a 
Catbolie paper in Ireland. This he resigned 
in 1856, and has since contributed to the 
Landon Review, the Dublin Reriew, Tuit’s 
Magazine, and other periodicals, and 
has translated books from the Greek, German, and 
Italian languages. He has published A Catholic 
History of England (embracing the Anglo-Saxon 
period), 1848-54; Bertha: a Romance of the Dark 
Ages, 1851, since translated into German and 
French: * Florine, Princess of Burgundy, a Tale 
of the First Crusade,” third edition, 1873; “* Agnes 
Arnold,” a novel, in 1860, and other works.]

FIRES. 


Disastrous Fire in Fish Bro.’s Wag- 
on-Works at Racine. 

Racte, Wis., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—Tonight 
at 8 o'clock fire broke out in the two-story 
wooden shed situated on the west side ot the 
large brick works of Fish Bro.’s wagon-shop, 
now beimg run by J. I. Case as receiver. The 
alarm was given and the fire department bur- 
ried to the scene as promptly as the bad condi- 
tion of the streets and the extreme cold weatb- 
er would permit. The shed was used as a 
paint-shop and for storage and fell an 
das prey to the flames, which, owing 
to the lack of water, spread to adjoining 
sheds and other storebouses. The thermometer 
indicated 22° below zero, and it was with diffi- 
culty that the engines could be kept working. 
Two engines froze up, and to add to the disaster 
the cistern gave out, and the steamers had to 
be moved to the river. A strong northwest 
wind carried the flames to the buggy and 
paint shops, in which were stored a large quan- 
tity of gears and partiy-finished work. A por- 
tion of these were saved before the building 
was ubandoned. The extreme cold and the in- 
flammable nature of the material upov which the 
fire had to feed rendered it almost impossible to 
save the brick portion ot the works in which 
was situated most of the machinery, but at 
this hour the fire is under control. Tue in- 
ventory places the value of the plant at 8450. 
000, upon which there is an insurance of 8200. 
000, placed in about 100 different companies. 

The works are the largest in the State, em- 
ploy at the present time about 300 men, and 
have a capacity of 75 to 100 wagons per day. 
The loss on buildings and stock is estimated at 
$50, 000. 

Nearly 300 wagons were destroyed. A tele- 
gran was sent to Milwaukee for assistance and 
a reply was sent stating engines would be sent 
as soon as a train could be got ready. Later 
word was sent that the fire was under control 
and not to come. One freight-car belonging 
to the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany was burned. The fire was caused by an 
overheated stove in the paint-shop. 

The following is the insurance as held by 
agencies in this city: Jones & Klein, $30,000; 
S. C. Yont & Son, $85,750; L. H. & L. D. Miller. 
$35,000; 8. W. Whitiey, $39,500; Durand & 
Miller, $39,850. This list does not include in- 
surance on lumber- yards. 

Later —At 11:30 the flre was checked, the 
brick build being saved. The entire loss is 
estimated at 840.000, and 150 men are thrown 
out of employment.

A Packing Fstablishment at Detroit 
Partially Destroyed — Other Heavy 
Fires. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 10.—|Special.|—A fire 
that broke out in the packing and curing es- 
tablishment of Hammond & Standish at 5 
O lock this morning was still burning at 10 
o'clock tonight, making it impossible to ren- 
der an accurate estimate of the destruction 
wrought to the contents stored in the cellar, 
which are valued at over $100,000. The buila- 
ing itself, an extensive affair of brick and wood, 


is totally destroyed. The fire origi- 
nated from the explosion of 1 
coal-oil lamp. The losses include 


812.000 worth of machinery, $2,000 worth of 
lard, and 2,000 tierces of meat.

Ex-Mayor Edson Adjudged by Judge Freed- 
man Guilty of Contempt of 
, Court. 


He Is Sentenced to Confinement in Jail for 
Fifteen Days and Fined Two Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars. 


CRIMINAL CONTEMPT. 
EX-MAYOR EDSON FOUND GUILTY AND SEN- 
TENCED TO FINE AND IMPKISONMENT. 

New York, Feb. 10.—|Special.j—Unless the 
General Term of the Superior Court or the 
Court of Appeals shall interfere to avert the 
punishment, ex-Mayor Franklin Edson will be 
taken by the Sheriff to Ludlow Street Jail and 
there ‘secluded for the space of fifteen days. 
Judge Freedman decided today that Mr. 
Edson, when he nominated Kollin M. Squire 
tor Commissioner of Public Works the evening 
of Dec. 31 last acted in wiliful violation of a 
valid injunction ordér of the Superior Court, 
and thereby committed a criminal contempt of 
the court; and, in addition to undergoing a 
brief imprisonment, Judge Freedman decided 
that Mr. Edson shall pay a fine of $250 into the 
City Treasury. 

Robert Sewell, one of Mr. Edson's attorneys, 
when asked what he was going to do about it, 
Said: As soon as 1 get the notice for the set- 
tlement of the order to be entered on the de- 
cision I shall apply for a stay of proceedings 
and at once appeal to the Genera! Term.“ 

Charlies P. Miller, counsel for he prosecu- 
tion, was in Albany today, and his clerk in- 
formed him of Judge Freedman's decision by 
telegrapb. 

Some lawyers expressed a doubt that a stay 
of proceedings would be granted by Judge 
Freedman or any other Judge of the Superior 
Court and a belief that ex-Mayor Edson would 
have to go to jail Friday. 

The decision of Judge Freedman will probably 
serve as a stimulus to the State Legisiature 
in the movement to overhaul a number of the 
Judges and city officials implicated in the 
scandalous proceedings during the last days of 
Edson's term. An investigation bas already 
been proposed by several legisiators.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


The New York Sub-Treasury Settles 
a Clearing-House Balance in 
Silver Certificates. 

Bank Officials Give Notice that They 
Have Not Consented to Con- 
tinue the Practice. 


Relations of the United States Treasury 
Department and the New York 
Bankers Explained. 


THE NEW YORK BANES. 

THE SUB-TREASURY SETTLES A CLEARING 
HOUSE BALANCE LN SILVER CERTIFICATES. 
New York, Feb. 10.—(Special.|—The first 

payment of silver certificates by the Sub- 

Treasury in the settlement of its clearing-house 

balances was made Monday. The Sub-Treasury 

was debtor to the banks that day to the amount 
of $350,277.02. About one-third of that sum 
was paid in silver certificates, and there were 
apparently no objections raised on the part of 
the Cloaring-House Association. One sagacious 
bank President expressed the sentiméat preva- 
lent among banking-men when he said today: 

„Now don’t make a stir about this. If we 
must have silver certificates we must have 
them, but we want just as few of them as pos- 
sible.“ 

IN PERFECT ACCORD. 

Assistant-Treasurer Acton said that he had 
not received any instructions to pay cleartng- 

house balances in silver certificates, and, 80 

far as be knew, there was no disposition on the 

part of the Treasury Department to torce 
silver certificates on the New York banks. 

Some of the banks had asked for 

silver certificates, and about $200,000 of 

the certificates had been voluntarily taken 
by three or four banks within a week, Pres- 
ident Tuomas L. James of the Lincoln Bank 
asked for and obtained about $100,000,of the 
much-abused legul-tenders. Mr. Acton said 
that the Sub-Treasury was in perfect harmony 
with the other members of the Clearing-House 

Association on the ailver question. The silver 

certificates given in tho settlement of Mon- 

day’s balances were not forced upon the clear 


ing-house. 
THE BANKS RELUCTANT. 

A gentleman whose familiarity with the 
Ciearing-House Association enables him to 
speak with apthority and accuracy said: 

“It would be erroneous to assume that the 
New York banks have expressed their assent 
to the use of silver certificates in the payment 
of balances by the SubTreasury, and it is a 
mistake to suppose that any agreement has 
been reached as to the result of the conference 
between the officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the New York bankers.” 


GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL 
THE ACTION OF THE NEW YORK BANKS WAS 
FOR A PURPOSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.— Special. }~-The 
action of the New York Sub-Treasury in break- 
ing through the understanding or agreement 
known to exist in that city not to offer silver 
certificates to the clearing-house attracts much 
attention. Congressmen do not believe that 
the observance of the law thus suddenly com- 
menced is to be continued any longer than dur- 
ing the remainder of the present session. They 
say that it has been caused by the recent reso- 
lution of Mr. Bland callmg upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury for !nformation about clear- 
ing-house payments, which, if not satisfacto- 
rily answered, would have been fol- 
lowed by some decisive step on 
the part of the House to prevent the continued 
attempt at demonetization of silver in New 
York. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND. 

The reported utterance of Cleveland on the 
silver question creates alarm in some Demo- 
cratic circles. These, Democrats have held 
several informal meetings, the result of which 
has taken the sbape of an address to the Presi- 
dent-elect. This paper expresses the hope that 
Mr. Cleveland will not commit himself in his 
inaugural address to a recommendation for 
the suspension of silver coinage. It alleges 
that the majority of the Democratic 
party do not believe in such 
a policy, and suggests that he will 
do well to leave this question for future study. 
One Senator and two Representatives have 
been appointed a committee to obtain the sig- 
natures of members, and they have already 
succeeded in getting a large list. The paper 
was circulated in the House today, and will be 
taken to Albany in a day or two by the com- 
mittee. 

M’CULLOCH’sS VIEWS. 

Secretary McCulloch said this evening that 
undue importance is attached to the fact that 
the Assistant Treasurer at New York bas used 
silver in paying the clearing-house ba- 
ances. It was also a mistake to assert 
that the action was taken with a view to 
relieving him trom emb arrassment in answer- 
ing the Biand resolution. The answer to that 
resolution bad already been prepared. It as 
serts that the Government had never made an 
agreement with the New York Clearing-House 
that payments ot balances should not be made 
in silver or silver certificates. The answer also 
denied that the New York Clearing-House had 


ever retused to receive silver certificates from 


the Government in payment of balances. See- 
retary McCulloch said that the silver payments 
bad been, and doubtiess would be, small. 
The Assistant Treasurer may or may 
not. decide to continue them. The 
New York bankers huve expressed 
willingness to support the Treasury in what- 
ever course is deemed best. The Secretary be- 
lieves that the prospect for some legislation 
restricting the use of silver is improving: lu 
his opinion the agitation of the silver ques- 
tion insures relief In time to prevent the with- 
drawal! of gold from circulation. The quantity 
of gold, besides what, is held by the Treasury 
and the banks, is large enough. There is at 
present no indication of an export demand, and 
even a small exportation of gold need create no 
panic. 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 
THE TREASURER OF THE UNITED STATES RE- 
SPONDS TO INQUIRIES FROM THE HOUSER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.— The Secretary 
of the Treasury today transmitted to the 
House, in response to a resolution, a communi- 
cation from the Treasurer of the United States 
relative to the allewed refusal of certain banks 
and banking associations to receive silver do“ 
lars and certificates in settlement of their ba! 
ances. The Treasurer says: | 


It is not known to this office that the Clear 


ing-House Association of New York, or any 
National bank thereof, has, since the passage 
of the act of July, 1882, retused to receive sil- 
ver dollars or silver certificates in settlement 
of their balances, nor has it at any time refused 
to receive silver dollars or silver certificates 
from the Government in payment of balances 
due from the Government to said association. 
The Treasury, in January, 1879, became a mem- 
ber of the New York Clearing-House, a pro- 
vision baving been inserted in the twelfth 
section of the act of July 12, 1882, ‘That no 
Nationa! banking association sball be a mem- 
ber of any clearing-house in which such cer 
tificates gold and si.ver certificates} shall not 
be receivab e in settlement of clearing-house 
balances. The associated banks of New York 
adopted the following: 

** Resolved, That the resolutions adopted by 
the clearing-house association Nov. 12, 1878, 
are hereby modified so far as they conflict with 
Sec. 12 of the act of Congress of July 12. 1882. 

“Members of the clearing-house have con- 
tinued to settle their baiances in gold coin, or 
certificates, or United States notes, and, ag no 
Silver dollars or silver certificates have been 
tendered, none have been refused. The Treas- 
ury, though net a party to any understanding 
that silver dollars or certificates shall not be 
tendered, and though it bas never in any way 
waived its right to pay demands on it in 
any kind of money that may be lawfully 
tendered for the purpose, has conformed to 
the practice of the associated banks in paying 
balances against it at the charing-house. The 
department has deemed it inexpedient, as a 
matter of public policy, to force the issue of 
silver dollars or certificates at the chief finan- 
cial centre of the country until compelled to 
that step by the condition of the Treasury. 
Silver certificates have recently been issued in 
part payment of à day's balance against the 
Treasury, and have been accepted by the clear- 
ing-bouse. They will be again so used when-

require it.“ 

To the second portion of the resolution, as to 
what amount of gold came into the Treasury 
in exchange at par for silver dollars and silver 
certificates during January, 1885, the Treasurer 


8: 
wt There was deposited with the Assistant 
Trensurer at New York during January, 1554, 
85 75.000 gold for which drafts payable in silver 
certificates by the Assistant Treasurer at New 
Orleans were issued by the Treasurer. There 
was also received during the same 
month $42,000 in drafts on New York, 
whieh was collected through the clear 
ing-house, in exchange for which silver 
dollars were forwarded by the Treasury. These 
drafts, while not payable in gold, became 
equivalent to gold receipts by reducing the bal- 
ance against the Treasury at the New York 
Clearing-House. The exchange was made at 
par. It is not known that any other amounts 
of gold came into the Treasury in exchange 
for silver dollars or silver certificates,’ 

In reply to another portion of the resolu- 
tion the Treasurer says: 

‘The Treasury} not being a member of any 
other clearing-house than at New York, bas 
no authentic information as to the rules as to 
the practice of other clearing-houses in the 
receipt or payment of silver dollars or 
certificates. It is publicly reported that silver 
certificates are accepted in settlement of bal- 
ances at the clearing-house in Boston. Silver 
certificates are used in payment of public cred- 
tors, including National banks, at all Sub- 
Treasuries except New York. This office has 
no further information as to the rule or prac- 
tice of individual National banks other than 
that contained in the resolution of the New 
York Cléaring-House Association.“ 

In response to that portion of the resolution 
asking information as to what amount of cus- 
toms revenues has been received in silver coin 
or certificates the Treasurer submits a table 
showing that during the forty-nine months be- 
ginning with January, 1881, $650,000 in silver 
and 8182.54. 000 in silver certificates were paid 
for customs dues. 


HARTHQUAKES. 


Various Theories in Regard to Them. 

London Times: The intimate relation be- 
tween earthquakes and volcanoes is univer- 
sully admitted, though earthquakes do occur 
in regions which give no indications of either 
past or present volcanic activity. Along the 
southeast coast of Spain, however, there is 
ample evidence of such activity in past times; 
and it has been remarked by a writer on the 
subject thatan earthquake is simply an inte- 
grated volcano. As to what, however, is the 
exact cause of seismological action geologists 
have not yet made up their minds. The 
mathematicians have compelled them to give 
up as quite untenable the old idea of a thin 
crust over a molten interior which in its 
surgings would break through in the shape 
ofa volcano, or reproduce in the sheli the 
huge waves which would swell along the in- 
ternal surface. The hypothesis of a solid shell 
and a solid nucleus with molten matter be- 
tween has fared little better. The earth, it is 
now beld by the best geologists and physicifts, 
must bea solid body toavery considerable 
depth, if not, Indeed, to the core. At the same 
time we may be assured that the most intense 
heat exists at no very great depth below the 
surface, heat 60 great that but for the im- 
mense pressure cxerted by the superincumbent 
mass the matter would actually melt; it is held 
that it does occasionally do so when from any 
of the many forces which are at work the 
pressure is relieved, and this, according to a 
certain school, gives rise to volcanic or earth- 
quake phenomena. 

Others, however, maintain that these mani- 
festations can be satisfactorily accounted for 
by chemical and mechanical action. It seems 
to be generally admitted that great masses of 
water are constantly filtering into the depths 
of the earth from the ocean bed; and that the 
moiten materials which issue from volcanic 
rents have absorbed enormous quantities of 
steam and other gases, Prof. Judd tells us, we 
ie’ is 
to the violent escape of these gasesfrom the 
molten rock masses, as the pressure upon them 
is relieved, that nearly all the active phenom- 
ena of volcanoes must be referred. And 
what accounts for voleanic action may also 
account for at least a certain class of earth- 
quakes. For there may be other causes, most 
of them, however, referrable to the move- 
ments which must be almost constantly taking 
place in the interior, owing to the cooling of 
the earth's crust. Variations in atmospheric 
pregsure have been thought to account for 
some earthquakes, and itis noticeable that a 
shurp fall of the barometer was observed all 
over the south of Spainin the afternoon be- 
fore the first great shock, and that there have 
since been frequent fluctuations. The mere 
falling of an internal cavity would almost 
certainly produce vibratory phenomena. In- 
deed, Prof. Milne seems to believe that the 
earth is full of cavities of all sizes, like a huge 
Gruyé@re cheese, and that consequently vi- 
brations of greater or less intensity are con- 
stantiy occurring, as we should find bad we 
instruments delicate enough to measure them. 
But it is possible, perhaps, to have seismo- 
graphs of much too fine a structure, so fine 
as to record the vibration of every passing 
jinriksha. Essentially the explanati of all 
these phenomena seems to be that our planet 
isa cooling body, and they will only cease 
when every particle of heat has left the heart 
of our ola mother, when also, geologists teil us, 
there will be no more sea, when the air itseif 
will have vanished, and the earth will be as 
dead as the moon. 


TELEGRAPH LINES IN CHINA. 

Nature: The most recent link in the lone 
chain of telegraph lines which is spreadmmg with 
such rapidity over China is the land line from 
Shanchai to Canton. A line from Pekin to 
Tien-Tsin was opened a few months ago, and 
the Capital ot China was connected ‘irectly 
with London. Now the Capital of Southern 
China is joined with the metropolis in the 
north, and as Canton was put in communica- 
tion by telegraph with the frontier of Tonquin 
at the outbreak of the present political troubles 
n the latter district, the telegraph now 
stretches in an unbroken line from Pekin in 
the north to the most southern boundary of 
the Chinese Empire, and a message either from 
London or Pekin might reach the headquarters 
of the Chinese forces on the Tonquin frontier 
in a few hours. Four years ago the only tele- 
grapb line in China was one about six miles in 
length, stretching from Shanghai to the sea, 
and erected to inform the mercantile commu- 
nity of the arrival of vessels off the mouth of 
the river. The next important line con- 
structed by the Chinese Government will prob- 
ably be one uniting Pekin with the great north- 
ern tines across Siberia at Kiachta. This will 
bave to cross the whole of Mongolia, and will 
give the Capital'of China a third alternate tele- 
graph route to Burope, a matter to which some 
political importance is believed to be attached 
in China, As already pointed out in Nature, 
this extraordinary development is due solely to 
political considerations. 


A SENSATIONAL DIVORCE C ASE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 10.—[Speolal.— 


The notorious Huber divorce suit was tried to- 


day in the Court of Common Pleas. Nö de- 
fense was offered by Mrs. Huber’s counsel, 
and the jury without leaving their seats ga ve a 


verdict in Mr. Huber's favor, finding that Mrs. 
Huber committed adultery in marrying Mr. Hu- 
bor. The court dismissed the suit against Mr. 
Huber and the woman who was made core- 
spondent. 


(This divorce sit has been in court for more 
than a year. Mrs. Huber Originally brought suit 
for divorce against her husband, who is a wealthy 
commission merchant of Philadelphia, charging 
him with improper conduct with a young widow 
who moved in good society. Mr. Huber’s answer 
was a cross-suit against his wife, alleging that 
when he married her she was aiready the wife of 
Charles Quince, whom she married in 1865. and by 
whom she was deserted two months after mar- 
riage. Quince was found in Lower California and 
brought to Philadelphia. Mrs. Huber refused to 
namit the fact of her marnage with Quince until 
the clergyman who performed the ceremony was 
brought to the witness-stand. |

The Nutmeg State Suspended Legislator 
Still Deflant— Minnesota and the 
Railroad Bill. 


The Democratic Scheme for Redis- 
tricting Indiana—Legisiative Work. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 10.—[{Special. }—An 

informal caucus of Democratic legislators was 


held last night until after midnight. It is re- 


ported that an understanding was reached that 
the following changes in the Congressional ap- 
portionment shall be made: Jefferson County 
to be transferred from the Fourth to the Third 
District; Crawford County from the Third to 
the Second; Sullivan from the Second to the 
Eighth; Warren from the Eighth to the Tenth; 
Grant from the Eleventh to the Sixth; and 
Rusb and Fayette from the Sixth to the Fourth. 
The effect of this, if enacted, will be to make 
the Eighth and Eleventh Districts solidly 
Democratic, completely changing the present 
political complexion, and to make the Tenth 
and Sixth Districts the only two undoubtedly 
Republican in the State. The Third District is 
said to have been rearranged with specia! ref- 
erence to furthering Speaker Jewett's chances 
for getting into Congress. The Eighth District 
bas been fixed up for the benefit of Senator 
Schloss, who wants to succeed Congressman- 
elect J. T. Johnson. 

The Senate today contjnued the discussion 
of the bill for the protection of the ballot-box 
and purity of elections. It provides that any 
person offering to buy or corruptly influence 
voters shall be disfranchised for life and ren- 
dered incapable of holding office. Whe same 
effect follows the sale ofavote. Suspected 
persons may be called to testify before the 
grand jury, but no person shall be prosecuted 
on evidence given by himself before the grand 
jury. The bill was ordered engrossed. 

Mr. Thompson's Civil-Rights bill was en- 
grossed. 

The afternoon session was occupied in dis 
cussing the Appellate Court bill, which was 
finally recommitted to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 


Governor’s Nominations in Wiscon- 
sin—Legislative Proceedings.

Various Measures in the Michigan 
: House and Senate, 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 10.—[{Special.]—Owing 
to the blizzard there was no quorum in the 
Senate today, and an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow. In the House notice was 
given of a bill prohibiting the payment of 
laborers in scrip or store orders. Bilis were 
introduced: 

Making ten hours a legal day’s work. 

To prevent accidents by line shaftings on fair- 
grounds and other public places where machinery 
is exhibited. 

To amend an act authorizing the sale of the 
Michigan Central Railroad. 

A concurrent resolution providing for the 
payment of the expenses of one Senator and 
two Representatives who shall attend the Na- 
tional Congress to be composed of members of 
the different State Legisiatures, soon to meet 
at Philadelphia, for the purpose of agreeing 
upon a uniform divorce law was laid over one 
day under the rules. 

A reso!ution was adopted calling upon the 
Swamp-Land Commissioner for lu ormation as 
to cash sales of swamp and the amounts be- 
longing to each county. 

Bills were passed: 

To prohibit the killing of quail save in the month 
of November. 

Relative to tne division and distribution of es- 
tates of deceased persons. 

The bill to repeal an act prohibiting any per- 
son from obstructing the operation and con- 
duct of the business of railroad companies or 
other corporations, firms, or individuais was 
laid on the tabie. 

Some time since a bill was introduced in the 
House to equalize the bounties of Michigan 
soidiers in the late War. Prompted by this, 
the House called upon the Adjutant-General 
for the numbers of persons entitied to a boun- 
ty under the bill. That official reports today 
that 63,000 ex-soldiers would be so entitied and 
it would require nearly $7,000,000 to carry out 
the provisions of the bill. This probably ends 
the matter. 


The Status of the Suspended Legis- 
lator in the Nutmeg State. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 10.—[Special. |—The 
stat us of Representative Pigott of New Haven, 
suspended by the Legislature last week for 
charging that the Speaker had been controlled 
by arailroad lawyer in making com mittees, 
occupied attention during nearly the entire 
session of the House today. Mr. Pigott was 
present, but made no effort to participate in 
the proceedings, nor did he offer the anticipated 
apology. A resolution that any apology he 
might offer must be in writing and be referred 
to a special committee for examination as to 
its sufficiency was adopted atter erasing the 
committee proviso. Another resolution was 
adopted creating a special committee of 
three Republicans and two Democrats to bear 


any charges which may be brought against tho 


Speaker, provided such charges are presented 
this week and in wrümg. It is left optional 
with taé committee to send for persons and 
papers. Speaker Simonds forcible denies any 
undue influence. Should the investigating 
committee pronounce the Speaker blameless 
the Republicans will endeavor to secure 
Pigott’s expulsion if he still refuses to apol- 
Ogize. 


The Railroad Measure Before the 
Minnesota House. 

St. PAUL, Miun., Feb. 10,—({Special.}|—Three 
petitions were read to the House this morning, 
two from Washington County and one from 
Winona, urging the Representatives to oppose 
the Railroad bill now pending relating to rail- 
roads and railroad transportation, for causes 
named.

PENSIONS. 
A TEDIOUS WRANGLE OVER A SENATE RULE. 

WasninaTton, D. C., Feb. 10.—In the Senate 
today consideration of the Pension Appropna- 

tion bill was continued and the committee's 
amendments concurred in. 

Mr. Ingalls said he understood the Senate by 
us action yesterday had resolved that there 
should be no more general legislation upon the 
general appropriation bills. He asked the Sen- 
ator from Iowa (Allison), Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, whether he re- 
garded the acuon of yesterday as binding upon 
the committee. 

Mr. Ailison—I certainly regard the action of 
the Senate yesterday as requirmg the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, as well as the Senate, to 
observe the rule, and, whilst 1 cannot speak, 
ef course, for every member of the commit- 
tee, for myself I believe the committee to be 
instructed to report these bills without legisla- 


tion. 

Mr. Ingalls— And that there is to be no sur- 
render in committee of conference? 

Mr. Allison—I can only speak for myself. I 
regard the instructions yesterday as requiring 
the committee of conference on the part of 
the Senate not to report legislation here with- 
Hout instructions. 

Mr. Ingalls— And that the committee are to 
adbere to the instructions even if the appro- 
priation bills should fail? 

Mr. Allison—Well, Mr. President, they would 
probably in that event take the advice of the 
Senate. I certainly would not undertake to 
ferce an extra session of Congress with refer- 
ence to the approprianon bills without taking 
the advice of the Senate; but, I repeat, I 
should, not as a member of the conference 
committee feel that I was permitted to agres 
to legislation upon the appropriation bills with- 
out further order from the Senate. 

A DISCRIMINATING COMMITTEE, 

Mr. Ingalls—Now, Mr. President, there ap- 
pears to have been eome discrimination exer- 
cised by the Committee on Appropriations in 
their report upon this bill. Some of the gen- 
eral legislation that came to us from the House 
had been stricken out. Other features of that 
legisiation the committee have allowed to stand. 


Iam unabie 10 see why, if the ruie is to be ap- 
plied, it should not be applied uniformly. 

Mr. Ingalls bere pointed out certain features 
of the House bill which the Senate committee 
had allowed to remain unchanged, and asked 
the Senator from lowa (Allison) whether they 
were not general legislation. 

One clause pointed out by Mr. Ingalls was 
admitted by Mr. Aliison to be of that charac- 
ter, but be (Allison) for one bad not been will- 
ing to recommend thatit be stricken out. It 
was the clause providing that presumption of 
soundness at the time of enlistment should 
operate now in case of applicants for pensions. 

Mr. Ingalls supposed the reason why Mr. Al- 
lison wished it retained was that it was valua- 
ble and necessary legislation. 

Mr. Allison said not that alone, but the Sen- 


ate-had already twice passed upon the pro- 


vision. Any Senator, however, couid move to 
strike itout. Mr. Allison did not regard the 
clause as a change of existing law. 

Mr. Ingalis said it was a change of existing 
law, but not a change in existing practice of 
the Pension-Office. Of course, after the Gov- 
ernment bad examined a man, declared bim 
sound, and accepted his services, it seemed un- 
just that it should now claim he was not sound 
on his enlistment. It would seem the Gbvern- 
ment ought to be estopped from such a claim. 
Mr. Ingalis had been informed at the Pension- 
Office that the law was practically interpreted 
that way, but that discretion should be per- 
mitted to the Pension Commissioner to cover 
special and exceptional cases. it seemed to 
Mr. Ingalls, however, that the clause in ques- 
tion was genera! legisiation. __ 

Mr. Jackson moved to add to the bill the 
provisions of the bill recently passed by the 
Senate relating to the compensation, etc., of 
pension attorneys. 

In amendment Mr. Ingalls moved to strike 
out, as genera! legisiation, the clause requiring 
that presumption of soundness shall operate, 
but that such presumption may be rebutted. 


Mr. Sherman hoped it would not be stricken. 


out. It would be physically impossible, he said, 
for many deserving soldiers to prove now after 
twenty years had elapsed that they were sound 
when they enlisted. We should not carry on 
this farce about the operation of a Senate rule 
any farther. We should not deny the soldiers 
richts merely on the ground that an 1 was 
pot dotted or a t crossed. 
A FAMOUS “ PATRIOTS” VIEWS. 

Mr. Voorhees strougly opposed striking out 
the provision. A meaner or more contempti- 
ble spectacle, be said, had never been presented 
by the United States Government when it said 
to a soldier, after its own examination and ac- 
ceptance of bim, and after he had served and 
suffered exposure resulting in long-continued 
and wasting diseases, or had been maimed and 
crippled in the service of his country, that he 
must now affirmatively prove his soundness at 
the time of enlistment. A shocking instance, 
Mr. Voorhees said, had lately come under his 
observation. During the late canvass a 


little man had come to him with 
papers from the (Pension-Office show- 
ing t his pension application had 


been rejected because be was not sound at the 
time of enlistment. He had served three years 
anda balf in the army. Observing on the la; 
pel of his coat something looking like a silver 
dollar, Mr. Voorhees was surprised that so poor 
looking a man should use silver dollars for or- 
naments. On inquiry Mr. Voorbees found the 
object to be a silver medal. The medal read:

THE RAILROADS. 


Favoring the Establishment of Manu- 
facturing Enterprises in Colorado. 
Commissioner George H. Daniels of the Col- 

orado Railway Association has submitted the 

following letter to Mr. R. W. Woodbury, Presi- 


‘dent of the Denver Chamber of Commerce and 


Board of Trade: 


I am instructed by the managers of the 
lines members of the Coiorado Railway Asso- 
ciation to say to you that they will be glad to 
use every means within their power. consistent 
with a broad commercia! policy to encourage 
manufactures in Colorado and to foster and 
build up ber home institutions: and to this end 
they will be pleased to meet at all times 
through their representatives committees of 
your association or others for the purpose of 
discussing means for the advancement of such 
interests, believing, as they do, that the inter- 
ests of the people of the State of Colorado and 
of the railroads members of this association 
are largely identical, and that whatever legiti- 
mately adyances your interests must advance 
the interests of these railways. This associn- 
tion invites, through your Chamber of Com- 
merce, the attention of the manufacturers of 
the United States to the natural advantages of 
the Kocky Mountain country for the establish- 
ment of industrial enterprises. 


Burlington and Wabash Rates on 
Business to, Through, or Beyond 
Burlington, Keokuk, Quincy, or 
Hannibal. 

The Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific, and Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy have just issued a 
joint circular to connecting lives informing 
them that the following rules will govern on 
business received from connecting lines des- 
tined to, through, or beyond Burlington, Keo- 
kuk, Quincy, or Hannibal: When destined to 
Indian Territory, Texas, or Missouri River 
points (Kansas City, Atchison, Leavenworth, 
or Council Bluffs) and beyond they will con- 
tinue to prorate as heretofore. When des- 
tined to their interior points in Missouri, 
Iowa, or Illinois they will decline to prorate 
under any circumstances, but demand their 
full. tariff rates from points at which 
such business. reaches their respective 
lines, except that destined to Fort 
Madison, Ia. The Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy will accept prorate to Burlington. 
When destined to Burlington, Keokuk, Quincy, 
or Hannibal they will accept a prorate, provided 
that the proportion is not less than the mini- 
mum rates agreed upon by the two roads. This 
action renders it necessary for the connections 
of the two roads to discontinue the practice of 
through billing to Burlington, Keokuk, Quincy, 
or Hannibal, except on freight destined to 
points as mentioned above, and their agents 
bave been instructed to take up through mani- 
fests and rebill at the proportion of the rates 
named, provided such rates are made in ac- 
cordance with the above-named rules, 


Changing the Gage of the St. Joseph 
& Des Moines. 

Des Mores, Ia., Feb. 10.—[ Special.] —An 
Officia] notice is being issued to the effect that 
the standard-gage cars will be running on the 
St. Joseph & Des Moines Kaiiway Monday 
next. This road was built as a narrow-gage 
road by St. Joseph capitalists and runs from 
that city to Albany, Gentry County. Several 
years ago it tell into the bands of the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Railroad Com- 
pany, which last summer commenced making 
it a standard gage. The rolling-stock is to be 
supplied by the Kansas City Koad, the officers 
of which road will also continue in control. At 
Albany the St. Joseph & Des Moines connects 
with the Chariton Branch of the Chitago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, of which system the Kansas 
City isa part. It is stated that as soon as ar- 
rangements can be made a fast train will be put 
on this route from Chicago to Denver. 


An Application for the Appointment 
of a Receiver for Jersey Central 
About to Be Made. 

New Tonk. Feb. 10.—An application for a 
receiver for the Jersey Centrai will be made in 
afew days. It is believed the necessary legal 
papers have been prepared. In view of the 
fact that the United States Court refused to 
allow the Reading receivers to pay some minor 
charges due in Febrgary, it is thought that no 
more payments by the Reading will be allowed 
by the court. This has led to the movement 
for the receivership, and will result in the sev- 
erance of the two companies. In this case the 
Reading will bave claims amounting to more 
than a million dollars against the Jersey Cen- 
tral, and the latter will present the Reading 
with counter claims. 


The Passenger Pool. 

New York, Feb. 10.—Assistant Commission- 
er Pierson of Mr. Fink's office left yesterday 
for Louisville, Ky., to attend the meeting of 
the passenger pool, which will be held there to- 
roorrow. One hundred and thirty-nine rail- 
roads have been invited to send representatives 
to the ccnference.

LEASING PROPOSITION—AN OFFICE BUILDING 
IN VIEW. 

Tus action of the City Council in voting to 

@ccept the proposition made by Henry S. Ever- 


» hart to lease the ground on which the old City-

Mr. Everhart was very much elated 
over his success, but when asked as to who 
would become the ultimate owner of the lease 
declined to give any information before the 
Mayor had passed upon the matter and a 
formal agreement had been entered into, He 
admitted, however, that ae was simply acting 
as the agent for a syndicate, and would make 
an assignment of the lease just as soon as it 
came into his possession, receiving in return 
a remunerative brokerage commission for his 
services. From other sources reliable in- 
formation was obtained to the effect that 
Mr. Everhart’s principal client is Edward 
A. Driver, a Board of Trade commission- 
merchant. Mr. Driver bas already consulted 
with a prominent architect with aview of 
erecting on the ground an office-building which 
will compare favorably with the most costly 
structures surrounding the new Board of 
Trade, and intends organizing a stock compa- 
ny and commencing work on the building just 
as soon as the weather will permit. Mr. Ever- 
hart says that, while the persons whom he rep- 
resents would have preferred the acceptance 
of his proposal as it was originally worded, they 
are perfectly satisfied with the amendments, 
both as to the revaluation of the property and 
the clause requiring that the building shall be 
completed before the expiration of three years 
from the date of the lease. 

Mr. Everhart’s business connection with 
Loring, Pope, and Peabody had created an im- 
pression among many that the icase was being 
secured for them, but this he positively denies. 
It has also been stated that Mr. Everhart de- 
posited $82,000 with Mike McDonaid for the 
purpose of “fixing” mercenary Aldermen, 
put Mr. E. denies this insinuation with equal 
venemence. I have never placed a dollar in 
any person’s hands to further this object,“ he 
said. Of course hundreds of persons will 
say there is a job in my securing the lease, 
but I can honestly state that no member 
of the @ouncil received a cent for voting in 
favor of my proposition. When I got up the 
scheme to move the Board of Trade and close 
up La Salle street, every one cried ‘job,’ and 
said all manner of things about the Council. If 
it was a ‘job,’ it was one of the best things 
that ever happened to Chicago, as it added 880. 
000,000 to the taxable property of that section 
of the city.

Dr. Barrows 
delivered the oration of the évening, Some 
of Our National Perils,” which he character- 
ized as atheism, alcoholism, sensualism, papal- 
ism, and all other of those newly-discovered 
“isms”’ of which we have read so much of 
late. Curistianity,“ he said, is democracy 
plus God and bumanity. But here in Chicago 
we have an aristocracy growing up without 
God and without a sense of right. We have in 


a measure the picture presented in the 


days of Rome’s degeneracy. We see 
an unbending aristocracy side by side with 
an abject, pitiable poverty. There is in Chi- 
cago today a human dynamite that is ready to 
explode upon the slightest provocation. Let the 
black flag of hunger be raised in truth instead 
of over a lie, as it wason Markef street, and 
there would be fire and murder. The vandals, 
whom Macaulay said would some time destroy 
our public institutions, would rise up and burn 
our churches, and schools, and institutions, 
and banks, and have no more mercy for our 
wives and children than was shown in any 
French revolution.“ The speaker prescribed 
education as a remedy for the evils that threat- 
en America. Dr. Henson gave fifteen min 
utes to the subject of Something to Do.“ 


CITY-HALL NOTES. 
SEXTON DAMAGE SUIT—FAST METERS—HEAT- 
ING STREET-CARS. 

Corporation-Counsel Winston stated that the 
Appellate Court having decided the Sexton 
City-Hall damages case in favor of the plaint- 
iff, the city would take a further appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

The Committee on Finance held a further 
session in conjunction wif the Controller ves- 
terday to consider the appropriation bill. No 
very important changes were made in it. 

The statements in the newspapers concerning 
the alleged incorrectness of a gas-meter taken 
from a North Side residence stirred up other 
complainants yesterday, half a dozen or more 
of whom braved the rigors of the Arctic weath- 
er to lay their charges before Inspectar Baid- 
win. They all complained of fast — 
but Mr. Baldwin was unable to give 
them comfort for want of tho 
apparatus needed to make the test. So they 
turned sadly away, murmuring imprecations 
against the gas vompany and threatening to 
refuse to pay any bills until the meter ques- 
tion is settled. 

The matter of heating the street-cars was 
discussed by some of the Aldermen about the 
City-Hall yesterday, and some who ure not 
members of the slow-coach committee to which 
the matter was referred were in favor of doing 
something to hasten things up. The commit- 
tee who have the subject in hand some time 
ago secured the use of cars for certain paten- 
tees of heating apparatus in order that they 
might demonstrate their pians for heating cars, 
and there the matter seems destined to slum- 
ber unless some member should happen to take 
action in the Council to compel the committee 
to make a report. 


TO KILL INDIANS. 

A TRIO OF DETROIT YOUTHS SET OUT FOR 
THAT PURPOSE, BUT RETURN HOME WITH- 
OUT ANY. SCALPS. 

John McParton, John Green, and Jonn Ryan, 
Detroit boys, each 15 years old, set out from 
good bomes last month to slaughter redskins 
in Texas. When they got to Chicago they 
armed themselves by breaking into the 
gun-store of D. Lambertson, No. 73 
State street, and stealing six re- 
volvers. Green weakened when told 
that Texas was still a long way off, and, not 
having seen one Indian along the line of the 
Michigan Central Railroad, he cried with home- 
sickness and coaxed the other boys to turn to- 
wards home. The would-be Indian-killers came 
up before Juage Gary yesterday to be tried as 
burglars. Capt. Bonfield testified that he ar- 
rested the boys in the Michigan Central depot 
Jan. 20, when they were trying to dispose of 
the stolen revolvers for tickets to Detroit.

HIGH COURT OF FORESTERS. 
THE_ANNUAL SESSION BEING HELD HERE—A 
GOOD SHOWING. 

The Illinois High Court of the Independent 
Order of Foresters began its seventh annual 
session at the Pacific with 175 delegates pres- 
ent. Tue day was taken up in conterring the 
High Court degrees and with the reports of off- 
cers. The High Court Ranger, D. 8. Car- 
michael, reported that twenty-two new courts 
were established during the year, and the 
order had generally been prosperous. He rec- 
ommended that a hall be secured in this city as 
a Foresters’ headquarters, and also that the 
members be allowed to carry a $2,000 Jife-in- 
surance if they desired, instead of being lim- 
ited to $1,000. Wiliam Kilpatrick, the High 
Court Secretary, reported the present member- 
ship of the order in Illinois at 4,712—an increase 
of 873—sivided between seventy courts.

He wore a dark-brown 
diagonai overcoat, dark pants, blue vest and 
blouse, and dark-brown plush cap. He is said 
to be a young man of exemplary character. 


A VETERAN BANK-THIEF. 
HIS ARREST BY THE PINKERTONS FOR THE 
AUDACIOUS COLDWATER ROBBERY. 

Aug. 1, 1888, a man stepped up to the cash- 
jer’s desk in the First National Bank at Cold- 
water, Mich., andasked to get a $100 bili for 
some small bills. The cashjer handed bim the 
bill, and in counting over the small bills found 
that the package was 81 short and handed it 
back to the man to rectify. At this time the 
cashier heard a slight noise bebind him, and, 
turning, saw a man rummaging among the 
drawers in the vau!t of the bank. He at once sus- 
pected something and ran into the vault, when 
the man inside, who was tall and good-looking, 
pointed a pistol at the cashier's bead 
and warned him not to approach, 
As the man came out he grabbed up 
the first package he could find and ran out of 
the building. The one who was getting the 
$100 bill joined him, as did a third man who 
was standing at the door of the bank. The trio 
ran down the street a sbort distance and 
jumped into a wagon drawn by a fast team 
and rode rapidly off. The cashier learned that 
a $10,000 package of diamonds, the family jew- 
els of the President of the bank, had been 
taken by the thief. The alarm was given, and 
the City Marshal jumped into a carriage and, 
with another man, started in pursuit. The 
gang was overtaken about five miles from the 
city, but seeing that there were only two men 
pursuing them all four jumped out of 
the wagon and waited for the Marshal 
and his companion to come up to 
them, and then presented revolvers at 
them, warned them to get back to the 
town, and at the same time forced them to turn 
the wagon about and drive back. The thieves 
then abandoned the team and took to the 
woods with their plunder. The woods were 
surrounded, but the men managed to escape. 

The matter was referred to the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agency ot this city, which 
sent down photographs of supposed thieves 
and secured an identification of three of them. 
One of them proved to be Eddie Quinn, 
a daring sneak-thief; another Joe How- 
ard alias Joe Kiirian, a bold bank operator 
from New York, and the third an Eastern 
burglar, one of the parties connected with the 
robbery of the Quincy bank in 1873. 

Quinn was arrested by the Pinkerton Agency, 
was taken to Coldwater, and was at once iden- 
tified by the cashier of the bank, the City Mar- 
shai, and several other parties. The cashier 
stated positively that he was the man who 
stuck the pistol at bis bead in the vault of the 
bank, but the Jewelers’ Association would not 
surrender him tothe bank, and subsequently 
Quinn was tried and convicted at La Porte, and 
for a robbery there was sentenced to ten years 
of bard labor in the penitentiary at Michigan 
City, where he now is. 

Howard was arrested at Philadelphia last 
Saturday by a Pinkerton detective. Dispatches 
were sent to W. A. Pinkerton, Who at once 
communicated with the Sheriff of Branch 
County. Michigan. The latter asked to have 
the man held by all means, and said that he 
would start forthwith with a requisition to 
bring him to Coldwater. Howard was brought 
into court in Philadelphia yesterday and com- 
mitted to await a requisition from the State of 
Michigan. 

The history of this man shows him to be one 
of the most remarkable criminals of the pres- 
ent day. He comes from an eminently re- 
spectable family, all the members of which 
are well-to-do and well-known citizens of New 
Yotk City, be being the black sheep of the 
flock. His history of crime dates back quite a 
number of years. He was convicted some fif- 
teen years ago in New York City for a bank 
robbery at Waterford, N. V. He and his asso- 
ciliates, in making their escape, stole a valuable 
horse belonging to a wealthy man who lived in 
the vicinity of the bank, and drove it some 
tweive or fifteen miles very rapidly, when, 
finding they were pursued and _$fear- 
ing that the rig and horse would 
betray them, they drove into a 
dark piece of woods, cut the horse's 
throat, and, leaving it there dying, they took 
across the country on foot. They were subse- 
quently captured and sent to Auburn. When 
Howard got out be and others committed a 
robbery in Barry, Vt. He is also said to be 
one of the parties connected with the robbery 
of the Kensington Bank of Philadelphia, where 
two of the gang personated policemen and 
went to the Dank watchman at the door and 
warned bim against burglars in the vicinity of 


the bank. The men were dressed in full un- 


form, and one of them enticed the watchman 
outof the bank and out ot the building to 
look for the supposed burgiar, when the 
regular watchman remained with the 
Other uniformed burglar. The regular 
watchman was bucked and gagged, and the 
other watchman was treated the same way 
when be got back, and then the gang went to 
work and rifled the bank of its contents. In 
company with Jimmy Haggerty and others he 
is accused of robbing the Catholic Beneficial 
Savings Bank of Philadeiphia of a large sum 
of money. This occurred twelve years ago, 
Howard being at the time an escaped convict 
from the Auburn Penitentiary. The next 
heard of bim was in company with Jimmy 
Hope, and Johnny Bobbs, and two other men. 
They attempted to rob the First National Bank 
of Wilmington, Del., by bucking and gagging 
the famiiy of the cashier, and mating the 
casbier go and open the vaults for them. A 
negro servant succeeded in getting out of the 
house and rantothe police station, and the 
whole gang was captured. All were tried and 
sentenced to twelve years’ imprisonment, one 
hour at the pillory, and forty lashes 
on the bare back. This was in 1874 
and they remained in prison at New Castle, 
Del., for a while, and then succeeded in mak- 
ing their escape on a tugboat which was sent 
especially to take them away, the prison being 
on the river. The tug was sent from Philadel 
phia. About two years ago, in connection 
with an expert gang of thieves, he made his 
appearance in Chicago, and was quickly spotted 
and arrested by a detective, who found bim in 
company with another noted thief. As there 
were no charges against him he was liberated, 
after having his picture taken, and he has not 
been in this vicinity since. The arrest of this 
man by the Pinkertons is considered of great 
importance to the bank and jewelry fraternity, 
as his identification is complete, and he will un 
doubtedly get a loig teri of imprisonment for 
his crime in Michigan. 


NEGROES AS SAILORS. 

“Darkies beat the world as sailors," said 
Capt. Tom Mason, of the bark Brazos, last 
evening. “They are good-natured and spry 
as cats. I never bad any serious trouble with 
them. They need to know whois boss and 
then are as gentle as lambs. The majority 
of crews I have commanded have beer com- 
posed of negroes. I have such a crew oh my 
bark now. that I brought around from New 
York. The best sailor lever nad aboard my 
ship was an old darky who was called Peter 
Bean. He was a boatswain with me in 1862, 
and I think must have been killed in the negro 
riots in New York; I never saw him atterward, 
No one knew his age, he didn’t know himself, 
and might have been 100 years old. 

“The cid fellow was very vain. He braided 
his wool and kept it well greased with a pom- 
ade of tar and slush out of the cook’s galley. 
His head was as hard as a rock. One day a 
lignum vitee fd feil off the maintopsall yard and 
struck the oid fellew square on his head. He 
dropped like a sack and we picked him up for 
dead. I poured a giass of rum down his throat 
and he was all richt in a little while. It didn’t 
raiseevena lump on his skull, but it ruined 
the dd. 

At another time ou a voyage from Mobile 
to Liverpool in the old ship George Hurlbut 
one of the crew—the blackest negro I ever 
laid my eyes on—feilfrom the maintopsaill 
yard and came down head first. He struck the 
deck with a terrific crash, and I thought cer- 
tainly that bad a dead man on my hands. 
He got upon bis feet, rubbed his head, and 
limped off. I examined his skull and not a 
hair was turned. His ankle was sprained, and 
my long boat that lay across the hatch was 
da The fellow’s head had stove in a 
p ’—Philadelphia Times.

POSSIBLE CANDIDATES. 
PREPARAT*ONS FOR AN EARLY CAMPAIGN. 
The Republican City Central Committee 

will meet this afternoon at 4 o’clock at the 
Grand Pacific Hotei to talk over the political 
situation and to make arrangements for the 
spring campaign. The meeting ot the commit- 
tee at this time indicates a protracted cam- 
paign and the placing of the Republican ticket 
in the field at an early date. The party protit- 
ed by such tactics last fall. They made their 
nominations more than a month before the 
election, thus giving the candidates a chance 
to go among the people and become acquainted. 
The result was the triumph of the Republican 
county ticket with a solitary exception.

ivism. The people will be given a 
chanes to.learn the manner of men they are. 
An early opening of the campaign is advocated 
by the members of the Young Republican and 
Young Men's Commercial Republican Clubs. 
and also by the most astute of the veteran 
managers of the party. Itis now quite prob- 
abie that the nominations will be made between 
the 10th and 15th of March. 
SOME SPECULATION. 

The call for the committee mecting of course 
has led to much gossip concerning the com- 
plexion ot the ticket which will be placed in 
the leid and to much criticism of the leading 
candidates already mentioned. At this time 
the odds are claimed to be seemingly in favor 
ot Congressman Davis for Mayor. Though 
Senator Mason will not take the nomination 
for City Attorhey on the same ticket with 
Mr. Davis, it is understood be has promised to 
heartily support the West Side Congressman. 
Senator Mason's friends, it is believed, will do 
the same. Judge Smith, who has been taiked 
of for Mayor, would not be a candidate under 
any circumstances. He prefers to be a Judge. 
The judicial seat suits him better than would 
the Mayor's chair. Ex-Ald. Blair is out of the 
city, and, though a few of bis friends are push- 
ing his candidature, be cannot be said to be a 
very formidable opponent to Congressman 
Davis. The party leaders do not take kindly 
to ex-Treasurer Johnson for various reasons. 
Ex-Ald. Kirk, while he would make an excel- 
lent Mayor, would not be a good candi- 
ddie, it is urged, because he would 
not make an active canvass. It is 
doubtful, too, whether he would uccept. In 
the convention, it is the genera! impression, the 
contest will be between Col. Davis and Judge 
Cary. The South Side business-men, the in- 
surance fraternity, the heavy taxpayers favor 
the latter, and be is also very popular with the 
Independents who voted for Blaine last fall, 
and who are now organized to the number 
from 8,000 to 5,000 in the Independent Reform 
Clubs of the Third, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighteenth, Fourteenth, and Seventeenth 
Wards.

It is 
now generally conceded that Hempstead Wash- 
burne will be the Republican candidate for 
City Attorney. Adolph George can have the 
nomination for City Clerk, if he takes it. The 
nomination for City Treasurer depends on who 
shall be put up for Mayor. 

CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEE FAVORITS. 


In the City Central Committee the Davis men 
are greatly in the majority. This fact will of 
course help the West Side Congressman in the 
convention. There are several;members, how- 
ever, who are strong anti-Davis men, among 
them being Capt. Pat McGrath, John Raber, 
John Ender, Ald; Campbell, and it is said Maj.

Grath) last fall. He is disposed to work as 
heartily, and he hopes as successfully, for Fin- 
erty this spring.

, PHOTOGRAPHY. 


The Latest Steps, Scientific 
Artistic. 

New York Tribune: Not many days ago at- 
tention was valled to the fact that instantane- 
ous photography had been called into play as 
an aid to the official detectives. Some unfort- 
unate Italians suspected of being peculiarly 
bad were photographed in open court by a 
detective worthy of Gaboriau who bad a small 
camera concealed about his person. This incl- 
dent suggested the rapid strides which 
have been made in this direction by the pho- 
tographer’s art, as it is apparent if the facts 
were correctly stated that the piate on which 
the image was taken couid only have been ex- 
posed for a second or so in the first place, and 
that there could bave been no focussing in the 
second place. Of course the recent publication 
of pictures of horses in the act of trotting and 
athietes flying in mid-air has proved that an 
image can be fixed onan extremely sensitive 
plate in the fraction of a second, but the result 
in all these cases was a silhouet, merely 
giving the outline ot the man or animal 
without a suggestion of detail. It seemed, 
therefore, an interesting point to solve wheth- 
er the detective story was to be swallowed 
whole, as in that case a new branch ol duty 
seems to be before the nineteenth century po- 
liceman. A prominent photographer of this city 
had just finished photographing a fine speci- 
men of the common or domestic infantine how! 
the other day. when he was asked whether it 
were possible toturn the modern policeman 
into a peripatetic photographer re&dy at any 
instant to take anything on his beat from ‘a 
burglar to a glass of lager. Why, certainly.“ 
said he. There is no reason in the world why 
‘the finest’ shouldn't carry a camera as 
readily as a club, and opefate it 
with more certainty of execution, 
to say nothing of its greater safety 
when applied to a law-abiding citizen. It would 
not be necessary that they should pass an ex- 
amination by Prof. Chandler in chemistry, but 
with what we might call a pistolagraph they 
could do better execution than with a revolver, 
‘hit’ the subject, and take the plates to the 
proper person to be developed and printed. A 
large picture is not necessary for the purposes 
In fact, in all photographic 
work sharpness is more or less sacrificed to 
size. For instance, the photographic portraits 
known to us as ‘cartes-de-visite’ are sharper 
and more distinct than the larger ones. So, the 
likeaess of a criminal, taken on a plate an inch 
square, would be unmistakable. Here is a 
full-length figure of only halt an inch long and 
you see that you could at once recognize the 
man if you had ever seen him before.”’ 

So sharply defined was the little picture that 
this was readily admitted. 

„Now.“ continued Mr. Rockwood, “I'll tell 
you how to make a‘pistolagraph’: Take the 
stock of an ordinary pistol. In place of a bar- 
rel put on a little half-inch objective or por- 
trait combination lens with a focus of, say, an 
inch. In place of the hammer, trigger, and 
spring we fit on a little dark chamber, in which 
could be arranged an adjustabie or fixed focus, 
the little sensitive plate. A spring worked 
with a trigger could instantaneously open 
or shut the lens, while small plate-holders 
could be carried in the pocket, to be 
inserted as those in the dark chamber 
were used up. The whole contrivance 
would occupy less space and be lighter to 
carry than an ordinary bulldog pistol. Its 
uses are apparent. Armed with it a police- 
man could photograph any number of suspic- 
ious characterson bis beat whom he did not 
feel justified in arresting. In fact, he could 
„take them without running them in.’ 

“Have you heard of the *‘ photographic 
hat’? It was invented by a Mr. Mendoya of 
London for the benefit of those who want to 
take photographs on the sly in pubiie places. 
A lens is fitted in the top of the hat, which by 
a casual observer might be taken for a venti- 
lator. Inside is the camera with arrangements 
for focusing and changing the plates.“ 

How about the story of the young man 
who was photographed at midnight while kiss- 
ing his sweetheart?’’ 

I saw that in some of the papers, but 
should not like to believe more than the kiss- 
ing part ot it. I never photographed a kiss 
myself. It is, however, barely possible to pre- 
pare a plate so sensitive that the small amount 
of light to be found ona star-lit night would 
fix an image on it. It would have to be pre- 
pared in total darkness, however, and it is next 
door to impossible to carry on the delicate 
chemical operations necessary without any 
light at all on the subject. So sensitive, how- 
ever, itis now possible to make a plate that 
by daylight we can make a picture by expos- 
ing the plate just a two-hundredth part of a 
second. A photographer has made a picture, 
and it was reported in the Tribune, in the 
twenty-four-thousandth part of a second. 
Don’t smile. I cannot tell a lie. I did it my- 
self with my little camera. The object was an 
electric flash from a Leyden jar.“ 

I don’t want to seem even to doubt your 
word, but—how do you know you did:“ 

Do you see that black disk with the white 
spot on the edge? Well, thatis our tell-tale. 
We revolve it at a definit epeed—say one revo- 
lution to a second, and then photograph it by 
our instantaneous shutter. It is easy then to 
see how many degrees of the circle the white 
spot had traveied during the exposure, and by 
that we can calculate what fraction of a sec- 
ond was occupied in taking the picture. Sup- 
pose, for instance, the spot moved one degree: 
that would clearly show that the time was a 
three hundred and sixtieth part of a second.“ 

“That ought to do for scientific novelties. 
Are there any new artistic ideas to be noted?’ 

es, there is what we call the * At-Home’ 
pictures. People nowadays feel that their rooms 
are really part of themselves, or that they are 
part of their rooms, whichever you prefer. So 
now, instead of coming to the photographer 
the photographer goes to them. He takes 
with him a supply of instantaneous plates, 
poses his subject in his or her own particular 
arm-chair, and, with good taste and judgment 
in the arrangement ot the light and pose, he is 
likely to secure a result far removed from the 
conventionalities of the gallery picture. 
The cost is not great, and I find there is a grow- 
ing demand for this form of portrait. I am 
educating my artists to the work, and occa- 
sionally go myself.“ 

Does the growing taste for photography 
among amateurs hurt the regular business 
much!?“ 

1 bardly think so. On the contray, I think 
we owe much tothe amateurs. The number of 
them is rapidly increasing, and the work of 
some of the more experienced compares fa- 
vorably with that of the best professionals. 
In fact, some of the most charming novelties 
come from the patient, intelligent, leisurely 
work of the amateurs. They have an advan- 
tage over the professional artist both in the 
choice. of fine subjects and the pursuit of 
scientific experiments, for their time is their 
own. Their society here has a large member- 
ship and is much respected in England, where 
their work goes in exchange for that of the

European societies. Both here and in England 


the most aggressive experimentalists are scien- 
tific amateurs.

concerted by the Testimony 
Brought Out Yesterday. 


The Engravers Detail the Circum- 
stances Under Which the Bogus 
Ballots Were Prepared. 


The Wynnes Tell What They Know About 
‘Ballot No. 10 “Other Evi- 
dence Heard, 


The testimony in the Mackin and Gallagher 
ease is getting intoresting. Some brought out 
yesterday was new and hit the defense very 
pard.

FALLIS, THE ENGRAVER. 

8. W. Fallis, a wood-engraver at the corner of 
Clark and Monroe streets, testified that J. 8. 
Tbompson brought him about 2:30 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon, Nov. 21, an impression of the 
bead of a Republican ticket and wisbed him to 
duplicate it, saying that he wanted it done in a 
short time—by 3 o’clock. Witness told him 
that was impossible, and Thompson left it to be 
done as soon as possible. Witness transferred 
the design to wood and turned the block over 
to Mr. Tucker, who worked at it until be had to 
jeave to catch the 6 o'clock train for Engle 
wood. Witness then finished the job and 
about half-past 6 delivered the cut to 
Thompson at Hanscom’s. He examined the 
tickets taken from the envelope con- 
taining the ballots purporting to have 
deen cast in the Second Precinct of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, and picked out some that were 
printed from the cut made by him. He pointed 


out to the jury several defects in the engrav- 


ing by which he identified it. These defects 
were not in the head of the genuine Repubiican 
ticket. On the latter was the name of Leman 
for State Senator; on the former that of Brand. 
Witness identified ballot 10 as one printed 
from the cut.

TUCKER CORROBORATES. 
Fred Tucker of Englewood testified that be 
engraved most of the cut, turning it over to 
Pallis to finish. He picked out from a pile of 
ballots on the table half adozen which were 
printed from the cut. All bad the name of 
Brand on them. He pointed out defects made 
in bis hurry to get through with the job. 
On the cross-examination witness said when 
‘ore the grand jury he did not identify the 
ticket until be saw a second one. He hesitated 
about fifteen seconds. The first ticket handed 
him was not a good impression, having several 
marks that he did not recognize. 
While Tucker was on the stand a small man 
with gray hair came in and took a seat beside 
Mr. Turner, who got a ballot and handed it to 


nim. The old man looked at the ticket, shook 


his bead, got up and went out. His going was 
noticed by Gen. Stiles; who knew that the bak 
lot was No. 10.“ for which the defense bad 
shown great affection. It had John Wynne” 
written on the back. So he sent Mr. Dawes 
after the man, who had been recognized by 
Others in the court-room, and put him on the 


stand.

THE SON'S TESTIMONY. 

John E. Wynne was shown ticket No. 11, and 
said it was the one be voted. His father voted 
just before him. Lemans name was on wit- 
ness’ ticket. His father voted the same ticket. 
Witness compared the two with that in THE 
Trisune and found they were aiike. He wrote 
“against” on his ticket oppos& county bonds, 
and the word was on the ticket. 

The testimony of the Wynnes produced a 
seusation, as it upset what was evidently some 
“fine work” of the gang.

Henry W. Beers, pressman at Hanscom’s, 
testified about the printing of the bogus tick- 
ets, and picked out one. He struck off betweeu 
1,500 and 2.000, and finished them about 9 p. 
m. S. B. Wright detained him to do the job, 
and W. H. Wright banded him the form. He 
identified a tympan proof which he had sold to 
& reporter named Lush for $25. W. H. Wright 
destroyed all tne slips except this one, which

M. RE. Stone testified that Lush handed bim 
the tympan proof while the grand jury was in 
session and he showed it to that body. He 
identified the paper. Witness told of a con- 
versation with Gleason in which the latter said 
his statement to the grand jury that the ballots 
were found in the locked box was valse. Asked 
as to his motive in making the statement, 
Gleasog replied that he thought the thing 
would soon blow over and that was the easiest 
way. He repeated over and over that he was 
innocent, and expressed bimself as willing to 
answer any questions. He told witness about 
the taking of the ballots from the nailed box 
and Biehl putting them in the tin box, saying 
he didn’t know way this was done—that he 
thought it was a‘safe „ He said nothing 
abou De pute Sheriff or athers attacking the 
vauit.

CHAMOIS. 


Something About the Alpine An- 
telope. 

That chamois are capable of passing places 
that even a cat would besitate at is well known 
to every one who has wandered much among 
the high Alps. A few months ago I was in the 
wild and desolate region of Piz Vadred, where 
it overbangs the great Grialetsch Glacier, in 
the Canton des Grisons. From this glacier I 
traced chamois-tracks, high up over some very 
steep snow slopes, to where the slopes ended, 
at an absolutely vertical wall of rock. This 
wall projected like a buttress, and was prob- 
ably fifty or sixty feet broad, and 400 feet 
to its base, while all above was nothing 
but overbanging cliffs. On the other side of 
the buttress the snow-slope was continued, 
and here the tracks recommenced exactly on a 
level with the otber ones. How had the 
chamois. passed that wall? That they had 
passed it was certain. If it was by a leap it 
must have been aterrific one, and iv their 
flight they would have had to describe a 


‘horizontal curve like a bow. The more likely 


explanation is they found cracks in the face of 
the rock, for their wonderful feet, though 
even with the aid of a good fleld-giass I was 
unable to detect the presence of the slightest 
ledge in the precipice at that spot. In spite 
of their surefootedness, however, these ani- 
mais do sometimes come to grief. Mr. Whym- 
per, in his Ascent of the Matterhorn,” relates 
how he found a chamoisin the neighborhood 
of the Stockje, at the bead of the Zmutt 
Glacier. The anima! bad slipped on the upper 
rocks, rolled over and over, down a slope of 
débris, witbout being able toregain its feet; 
and, its horns catching in a notch in the rock, 
it was unable to free itself, and had starved to 
death. 

Recently I met a hunter with a chamois of 
forty pounds over bis back, toiling painfully 
down the lower slopes of the Aiguille Vert, 
near Chamounix. He bad been on the mount- 
ain for two days, the result being the one 
animal, which he had only recovered with 
great difficuity after he bad shot it, as it had 
falien over the precipice. This isa common 
occurrence, but it is seldom a hunter will leave 
his quarry behind him. Three years ago some 
Germans mou sctaineering in the Bernese Ober- 
land found the decomposed body of a chamois 
resting on a ledge of rock aboutfifty feet be- 
low them; and a few moments later they were 
horrified to observe the body of a man ona 

slope several bundred feet lower down.

f By making a detour they managed to reach the 


spot. r fellow was lying on his back, 
bis gu rel bent double, and the stock 
smasbed to splinters. His body was terribly 
mutilated, and the face was decom 
beyond all recognition. His bony band still 
grasped the lock of his gun. The position he 
was lying in, and the chamois up above, told 
their own story. He had shot the chamois. 
It had rolled over on to the ledge, and in 
endeavoring to recover it he bad lost his foot- 
ing and must nave been lying for many weeks 
where he was found. 

It once the sentinel buck of a herd of 
chamois catches sight ofa man, all bope of 
commg up wit them that day is at an end. 
Under such circumstances a hunter will often 


follow the tracks over snow and ice all day, 


pass the night in the sbeiter of some rock, 
take up the trail again on the following 
morning, when possibly patience and persever- 
ance may be rewarded. 

The chamois generally keep in herds of from 
six to twelve head, rarely more. One of the 
number is always in advance, and another one 
some little distance in the rear. These are the 
advance and rear guards. Occasionally they 
stop, Sniff the air, and scan the mountains, 
and at the slightest indication of danger they 
give the signal and the whole lot go bounding 
away as if they bad been caught upby a 
whirlwind. It they happen to be on a glacier 
or enow-field when startied they almost 
invariably make for the rocks. This is prob- 
ably the result of some instinct which teaches 
them that their tawny color renders them less 
liable to be seen amongst the dark rocks than 
oa the snow Graphic.

Col. Donan's Withering Rejoinder to 
Senator Vest's Misrepresenta- 
tions of the Territory. 


Nearly Half a Million American Citizens 
Denied the Rights of Self. 
Government. 


They Ask for Home Rule,“ and They Do- 
mand That as a Measure of 
Simple Justice. 


FARGO, Dak., Feb. 6.—|Special Correspond- 
ence.}—Some time ago, when Senator Vest 80 
vebemently opposed the admission of Dakota 
as a State, an article was published in a Dakota 
paper reflecting on the valor of the Missouri 
Senator in the late War, and Col. Donan was 
quoted as authority upon the question. Donan 
was inthe Confederate service, but is now a 
hard-working Republican, anxious that justice 
be done the oppressed masses in the South, who 
are still denied, through intimidation and other 
Kukiuxism, the right to elect officers of their 
choice. Senator Vest wrote a letter to a friend 
in the Territory of Dakota calling Col. Donan 
a liar and showering upon him other equally 
dishonorable epithets. The personal affront 
thus given Col. Donan passes by with the re- 
mark that he has long since learned to give 
the road to a skunk,” but in regard to Vest's 
libel on the Territory he makes the attack of 
the Missouri Senator a boomerang for the lat- 
ter, as the following extracts from a recerft let- 
ter from him iu the Fargo Argus proves:

From a popniation of 14,180 in 1870 and of

ceaseless surge, 80 that the close of the present 
year will undoubtedly find it with upwards of a 
half-million people.

It has more 
Presidential post-offices than any Southern State 
except Texas, and more t six of the North- 
ern States, and furnishes more postal revenue 
than thirteen of the States and all the other 
Territories; and, in every other element of 
qualification for reputable Statehood, its prog- 
ress bas been unexampled in human annais. 

TAXATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION. 

Dakotans are the largest body of people on 
the continent who are denied all rights of self- 
government. The great principle of No 
taxation without representation,” for which 
the fathers of the Republic went to war, is set 
at naught whenever the borders of their Ter- 
ritory are crossed. Nearly a half-million free- 
born American citizens are Virtually dis 
franchised because they live in Dakota. Every 
tribute of citizenship is stripped from them the 
moment they pass the Territorial line, and they 
are reduced politically to the level of felons. 
They are treated littie better than a band of 
unruly Sioux or Kickapoos on a doubtful 
reservation. They have uo voice or vote in the 
selection of the men who are to govern them;

Bondon Times, Jau. 24: Itis impossible not 


to compare and contrast the speeches delivered 
yesterday by Mr. Trevelyan at Liverpool and 
Mr, Parnell at Cork.

We breathe at once a very different atmos- 
phere when we turn from the speech of Mr. 

A lecture 
delivered to the Young Ireland Soctety by the 
leader of the Nationalist party on “ Ireland and 
Her Parllaments is not likely to be mistaken 
for a dispassionate historical disquisition. We 
cannot pretend totbink that history is Mr. Par- 
nell's strong point. Probably he has made 
more than he bas read, and his way of making 
it is not exactly conducive to an impartial spir- 
it, either in its study or in its exposition. Mr. 
Parnell was careful to explain that he had had 
but little time to devote to the adequate prep- 
aration of so ‘important a subject. There is 
abundant evidence in bis remarks of the lack 
of adequate preparation, but there was the 
less need for the apology, because it seems 
likely that his audience would have been 
as well satisfied, and his own purpose 
as well served, if he had omitted the 
historical portion of his lecture altogether. 
The history of the [Irish Parliament is pretty 
well understood by this time, and Mr. Parnell's 
very meagre and cursory remarks threw little 
ligbt on it that was at once new and true. 
From a very early period down to the year 1782 
the independence of the Irish Parliament was 
fettered by Poynings’ law, which submitted all 
its acts to the contro! of the English Privy 
Council. That restraint was removed in 1782 
by the exertions of Grattan, aided by the Vol- 


unteers. From that time until the Union a 


precarious majority favorable to the English 
Government was secured and maintained by 


means of corruption. ‘The true lesson of 
the history of the Irish Parliament is, 


therefore, that unless the two countries are 
to be separate in every respect—an u- 


ternative not to be considered for an instant— 


an Irish Parliament must be subordi- 
nate to the English Government, and that 
this subordination must be secured either by 
gpecific statute or by some less creditable 
means.

BEET-SUGAR IN ENGLAND. 


Great Expectations of Making Beet- 
Sugar—Method of Manufacture—Pro- 
duction Per Acre—Strontia as a Clar- 
ifier. 

London Times, Jan. 27: By the end of this 
‘month, or a few days later, the Lavenham 
Sugar-Factory will be in full work. The delay 
which has precluded Messrs. Bolton & Part- 
ners (Limited) from taking any delivery of 
beet since the time of harvesting on the farms 
in October (which must have resulted in a cer- 
tain loss of saccharine in the roots) has 
been due to the difficulty of fitting the 
building with the new machinery in time 
for the opening of the manufacturing season, 
the whole machinery and plant being supplied 
by one of the greatest Coutinental firms, and 
constracted specially for the novel process now 
to be introduced. Apart from the exigencies 
of agriculture in discouraged wheat-growing 
which may attract farmers to the chances of a 
new crop, and apart also from the disposition 
ot the railways to accord easy rates of carriage 
to the factory, there are two special reasons 
for expecting, even in the face of an unpar- 
alleled glut of sugar production, a better fort- 
une for the enterprise than fell to the experi- 
ence of Mr. James Duncan at the Lavenbam 
factory in 1869 to 1878—one being the progress 
which bas been made in improvement of the 
beet itself, and the other new and economical 
process of extracting and purifying the sugar. 
The Sugar Association of the Zollverein have 
developed upon their experimental farm better 
varieties of beet and improved methods of cul- 
tivation, together producing roots richer in 
sugar and of a higher degree of purity from 
saits which interfere with the process of sugar 
crystallizauon; and by selection and breeding 
of the plant such an advance has been made 
also in France, notably by M. Vilmorin of Paris, 
that growers can now secure & heavier weight 
of roots per acre —— with the most 
sirupy quality in the ju 

At the factory Be appear great 
changes readily observadie 
were familiar with the operations of a dozen 
years ago. The loads of carrot-shaped roots 
(minus their green crowns cut off by the grow- 
ers) will be weighed, but not subjected to any 
trimming by hand; unless. indeed, a forked 
and fangy root be dealt with now and then. 
For, as there will be no rapid rasp grating up 
the roots into a fine pulp, there is no need for 
carefully paring off the small rootiets and 
fibres whieh used to go away in the drain wa- 
ter—to the clogging and fouling of the brook 
which flows close beside the factory. 
And this waterway will not be corrupted 
and made pestiferous with biack char 
water which used to pour from the charcoal 


fitters, as there will be no such filters. The 


beets, cleansed from adhering soil by the me- 


cbanical stirrers and brushes revolving in long 
vats or washers, will be elevated to the cut- 


ter—a machine resembling the root-cutter used 


herd—which slices the roots into 
A oe and these will be sent down a 
spout or trough which delivers a proper 


flnger-pieces ;

bag-presses after the rasp. 

The solution from the beet will be boiled 
with lime, which is termed “defecation/’ and 
the lime then precipitated by blowing carbonic- 
acia gas through the liquid. By the old process 
there would follow a second defecation, and 
then the tedious and expensive charcoal filter- 
ing. But it bas been observed that the min- 
eral earth strontia bas the property of being 
able to seize and enter into combination with 
sugar in solution. Hence the liquor is boiled 


with strontia under pressure; a yellowish-. 


white sucrate falls as a deposit to the bottom 
of the vessel; the water, stilt holding the salts 
and impurities though it has parted with the 
sugar, is run out through the precipitate of 
sucrate ou a screen upon the bottom of 
the vessel, and this material is then 
treated with carbonic acid in water, 
which breaks it up, separates and 
recovers the stronita, and leaves the pure sugar 
in solution to be concentrated by vacuum pan 
and orystallized in the usual manner. The 
greatest gain of the new process, however, is 
that, whereas by the old crystallization process 
the manufacturer lost some 20 per cent of the 
saccharine matter of the beet juice, which 
trom contamination ot saits could not be crys- 
tallized and went away in the beet molasses—a 
product of low value—the strontia perfectly 
clears all the sugar from these impurities in 
the way of crystallization, and extracts up to 
95 or more per cent of the sugar contained in 
the beet juice. The improvement has been 
very widely and rapidly adopted; and Messrs. 
Bolton, who bave mi of strontia and other 
minerals at Fawier, in Oxfordshire, and 
at Mendip and Malago Vale, in Somer 
setshire, where they manufacture the natural 
Sulphate of strontia info the carbonate and 
bydrate, send large quantities of this material 
to Germany, Austria, France, and some to 
Russia and Holland, for use in what is named 
“the Scheibler process.“ Baryta had been 
employed in France, but is objectionable on 
account of ite poisonous properties, which are 
absent in strontia. 

Coming now to the experience of En- 
— growers of sugar-beet in 1884, we 

ave before us the carefully-considered and 
admirabie report of Prot. A. H. Ohureb, M. A., 
F. C. S., late of the Royal Agricultural College, 
Cirencester. The extraordinary dryness of the 
spring and summer told very untavorably 
upon the germination or regular growth of the 
plant, and it was not expected that more than 
half a normal yield of roots would be secured 
on an average. However, upon 640 acres 
under the crop upon sixty farms, the total 
produce turned out to be about 6,850 tons, or 
over ten tons per acre. In some instances the 
yield was ds high as twenty tons,in many 
cases it exceeded fifteen tons. On a large pro- 
portion of the farms the average was about 
tweive tons per acre, and the average quantity 
of sugar in the roots reached about 13 per cent, 
corresponding to a production of ton and 
ahalf of crystallizable sugar per acre. Prof. 
Church cites the example of the Rev. R. K. 
Longden, who, at Brent Leigh, Lavenham, 
obtained. fourteen tons per acre of shapely 
small roots in drills sixteen inches apart upon 
clean well- farmed land, a crop which so man- 
aged in an ordinary season wonld have given 
at least twenty to twenty-five tons per acre. 
The contracts for the present crop, we under- 
stand, are 20 shillings per ton for roots delivered 
at the time of taking up. 

Messrs. Bölton and the influential members of 
their company contemplate the eventual ex- 
tension of the sugar-bvet industry in many 
suitable districts of England if the commercial 
results of the Lavenham trial prove encourag- 
ing; and it is very well known that for depth 
and fertility of soil the Lavenham district bas 
no especial advantage. Indeed, as shown by 
the comparative yielding of common mangolds, 
some tracts of land are capable of producing 
under similar management one-third or even 
one-half more weight of roots per acre than 
can be grown on most part of the area which 
has been under sugar-beet in 1884. 

Ut the experiment of making sugar from 
beet-roots succeeds in England it will be of 
vast importance to the agricultural interests 
of the island. The saccbarine imported into 
Great Britain last year cost 130 millions of dol- 
lars, or half as much as imported breadstuffs. 
If England, like France and Germany, pro- 
duced her own sugar, some millions of acres 
of land now devoted to wheat, oats, and barley 
would be turned over to beets; and that would 


necessitate a larger importation of wheat. |

He came to the 
conclusion that he was a vietim of consump 
tion, but he resolved to fight it with the best 
medical skill he could procure, and for this 
purpose had consulted and been doctored by 
the most eminent physicians in St. Louis and 
Chicago, but to no avail. He had by this time 
expended nearly all the property he was worth 
in doctors’ fees, patent medicines of all kinds, 
and nurses’ bills, and yet he was steadily ap- 
proaching the grave. As a last resort 
he visited a physician who periodically 
visits St. Louis and had his case by 
him diagnosed, and this physician declared 
that he was afflicted with Bright’s dis-

A HIGH-CASTE ROBBERY. 


How They Manage These Things in 
Remote Austrian Recions. 

Vienna Letter in London Telegraph: A start- 
ling and mysterious robbery is reported from 
Linz, the particulars of which read like a page 
from one of the novels of Alexandre Dumas 
the elder. Last week Herr Peszl. Postmaster 
at Neuzeug, a small locality in the District of 
Linz, bad to take a sum of 4,000 florins, to- 
gether with some papers of value, to the Town 
of Steyr. In the train be entered into conver- 
sation with a respectably-dressed individual, 
who gave himself out to be an insurance 
broker and was evidently well acquainted with 
Steyr and the surrounding country. They 
traveled together as far as Linz, when the 
stranger, announcing his intention of put- 
ting) up at the same botel as his 
companion, suggested that they should 
drive thither trom the station together. 
To this the Postmaster agreed, and according- 
ly they both got into a two-horse closed con- 
veyance that was waiting outside. Shortly 
after starting the pseudo-insurance broker 
offered the unsuspecting Postmaster his snuff- 
box, and no sooner had Herr Pesal partaken 
of its contents than he iost conscious 
ness. When he began to recover his 
senses be was being driven at a furt- 
ous speed across the open country. 
While still in a confused state Herr Pesal asked 
his companion whither they were bound, but 
instead of replying the latter applied a damp 
cloth to Herr Peszi’s face, which caused the 
Postmaster to relapse into his former uncon- 
scious condition. He has no recollection of 
what ocourred for some time afterwards, but

Herr Peszi at 
onee remarked that his bag of valuables had 
disappeared, together with his fur coat, which 
had been replaced by a thinner one made of a 
kind of Tyrolese homespun cloth.

Last 
Tuesday, about 8 o’clock in the morning, 
Herr Peszl was roused from his sleep by 
the same individual, and after dressing bim- 
self. was led about 200 paces from the house, 
where a sledge was waiting for them. 
It was snowing hard and almost pitch dark. 
As they drove along Herr Pesal pressed his 
jailer with questions, but all the answer he 
could get was that he was being driven home. 
About an hour anda half from the time of 
their start they pulled up within forty yards of 
a small railway station. On aligbting Herr Pesz! 
found himself face to face with the man who 
had traveled with him to Linz. That mys- 
terious individual handed ta.Herr Peszl his fur 
coat and money-bag, together with a ticket for 
Steyr, whither be urged him to return at once, 
as he was wanted by the police. All this was 
the work of a couple of minutes; the train was 
in the station and Herr Peszl had only just 
time to take his seat witbout asking further 
questions. On examining his money-bag 
ne found it empty, which cannot 
have caused him much surprise. 
On reaching home he was shown the following 
telegram, received at the Neuzeug Post-Office 
during bis absence: “Thank God! I am 
alive, and hope to return in two days.

Local dealers would not buy to any extent because 
the condition of the roads renders hauling next to 
impossible, and sales to go to store were checked, 
as the cars could not be switched. On-track sales 


were at 280 for No. 3, 285¢@2944¢ for No. 2, and 30@ 


80}¢c for No. 2 white. Sales of free-on-board lots 
were at 7e for No. 8, 284 @29\0 for No. 3 white, 
28@29¢ for No. 2, and 2914¢@30\¢c for No. 2 white. 

Rye was firm, but there were no futures on the 
market, except May delivery, which sold at 670 
and closed at de bid. The other futures were 
unchanged, February being quotable at 624, 
March 62%{¢, and April 680. One car of No. 2, fresh 
receipts, sold at 680, and 58c was bid for No. 3 in 
store. Receipts, 22 cars. The sample market was 
very quiet, with light offerings and little or no de- 
mand on account of the weather. Only 2 cars.

for No. 3. - 

Bartey was firm. Receipts were light. A check 
was putto sales owing to the fact that the lots 
cannot be moved.

Timothy seed was quiet and unchanged, with 
prime at $1.27@1.28, being 2c lower than Monday.

Clover was steady at $4.90 for prime. No sales 
were reported. Fiax was firm at $1.48. Only 1 car 
was sold, and that was choice seed, at $1.50. 

The wholesale markets were generally inactive. 
Very few buyers were present in person, and the 
volume of mail orders was exceptionally small. 
The general tenor of prices was again steady. 
Groceries met with a light call and averaged firm. 
There was a limited inquiry for dairy products at 
nominally steady prices. No changes were noted 
in the dried-frult, canned-goods, and fish markets. 
Oils were inactive, There was a continued active 
demand for coal, but deliveries were exceedingly 
difficult, owing to the heavy fall of snow. 

In contradistinction to the gardeners who have 
been frozen out time out of mind the commission- 
men on the street markets were both frozen and 
snowed in, at least their stocks were, except for a 
light local trade. Everything was quiet, so quiet 
indeed that as the TRIBUNE representative entered 
his store one dealer said: “It is no use coming 
round today. [have not made one sale. Another 
commission-man was occupying his time, as he 
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ae, in figuring on an invention that would cause 


the accumulated snow to disevpear instanter. He 
spoke feelingly, for he bas orders for several car- 
loads of vegetables to Texas, but the railroads re- 
fuse to receive any freight. Choice grades of 
hand-picked beans were firm and in limited supply. 
Broom-corn was in moderate demand, but mail 
orders could not be filled. Byggs advanced 2c, as 
no fresh arrivais are expected for the next few 
days. There was only un moderate demand for 
game. Groen fruits of all kinds were in fair local 
demand, and apples were growing firmer. Hay 
was steady. with local sales only. Prices for choice 
grades advanced 50c@$1.00. Hides were steady 
und in fair demand. Potatoes were firm, with a 
good local demund. None ard coming in and none 
going out. Quite a number of car-lots are still 
unsold. Prices were unchanged. Poultry was in 
steady local demand at a slight advance. One 
house has received this week orders from New 
York tor 7,000 los and cannot ship a single bird. 
Poultry is worth there 18@22c per 1b. Little or 
nothing was done in vegetables, but everything 
was increasing in firmness. 

It was said Yesterday that the recent strength in 
pork is largely due to private advices of immense 
losses Of young pigs by the severe cold weather. 
It is estimated that as many ae 10 per cent have 
deen killed off in some localities, which will mate- 
rially reduce the run of summer hogs. 

The New York statement of visible supply esti- 
mates un increase during last week of about 882,000 
bu wheat and 1,000,000 bu corn. A good many peo- 
ple asked why the difference between this and 
the Chicago statement (117,000 bu and 345,000 
bu); and some even asked that Tue TRIB- 
UNE should explain it. The questioners 
have only to look into a snow-bank to see a large 
part of the answer. A great deal of grain has been 
caught in transit and practically locked up by the 
snow-storm. The Chicago statement makes a s- 
tematic allowance for this graio in transit, while 
the New York statement treats transit grain vp a 
different basis: One might naturally expect that 
at A time like this the two methods should exhibit 
the widest divergence in results, and they do so. A 
comparison of the Chicago figures yesterday did 
not discover apy error in the compilation, from 
which it is fair to infer that they may be depended 
on. 

A document was rather extensively signed on 
Change yesterday. It asks that all the privileges 
of the Board of Trade shall be equally open to all 
the members of that organization. This may be 
construed to mean that no member shall be obliged 
to make an extra payment for the use of a sample 
table or for the occupuncy of a seat on the Call 
Board. The question involved is a broad one, and 
will bear a wide discussion among the members. 
As it is a matter which concerns them alone it 
should not need to be discussed very much 
before the general public through the 
columns of the newspapers. The fact 
is that there is a very strong feeling against the es- 
tablishment of a call, which is not allayed by the 
result of Monday’s vote on the subject. The par- 
ties who do not want a cali protest against being 
obliged to spend money and time in an institution 
which they regard as unsuited to the requirements 
of their trade. It is to be hoped that the next vote 
will settle the matter amicably, so that the board 


will not be in danger of being broken up into two 
bands just at the time it should make a united 
more on the new building.
